BOARD OF SELECTMEN, 19238 


GENERAL 

The Board of Selectmen herewith respectfully submits 
its report of the various departments coming under its 
supervision, for the year ending December 31, 19238. 

No particular problems have presented themselves dur- 
ing the past year, and the Board’s attention has been 
directed toward a more efficient and economical carrying 
out of the routine work which comes before every board. 
Under the various headings this routine work will be re- 
ported on, and in some cases suggestions made for the com- 
ing year. 


FINANCES 
The bonded indebtedness of the Town on Jone Ist, 


1923, was $258,500. 


School Loan of 1922 $150,000.00 
School Building Loan 390,000.00 
Cemetery Loan 25,000.00 
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Bonds have matured during the year amounting to 
$43,000, leaving the net bonded debt on Dec. 31, 1928,

LOANS IN ANTICIPATION OF TAXES 


Under date of March 19, 1923, the Treasurer was author- 
ized to call for bids for a loan of $200,000 in anticipation 
of revenue. (Treasurer requested approval to call for bids 
for $300,000.) 3 

A bid was made by the Beacon Trust Company, at 4.15% 
discount with proviso that proceeds of said notes be 
deposited with them subject to check. Treasurer refused to 
do so. Award for $200,000 was made to the First National 
Bank at 4.17% discount at meeting of Board on March 26, 
Ney 

The Treasurer was authorized on April 30, 1923, to call 
for a $100,000 loan after the Board had received from the 
Treasurer a statement of his balance on hand and an esti- 
mate of receipts and expenditures. Award was made to 
National Shawmut Bank at 4.34% discount plus $1.50 pre- 
mium. 

Under date of September 25, 1923, the Treasurer was 
authorized to borrow $50,000 at current rate of discount in 
anticipation of revenue. On October 1, 1923, the Board 
approved the award to Old Colony Trust Co. at 4.50% dis- 
count. 

The Treasurer was authorized November 12, 1923, to ask 
for bids for $100,000 loan (he asked permission to borrow 
$200,000). Award was made to Commonwealth-Atlantic 
Bank at 4.10% discount. 
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SCHOOL BUILDING LOANS 


Under the date of February 5, 1923, the Treasurer wrote 
the Board of Selectmen, asking permission to advertise at 
once for bids on 4% School Bonds, as the market appeared 
favorable then, and might not later. The Board granted 
this request by letter,- February 6, 1923. The Treasurer 
issued an advertisement for School Bonds under the date 
of March 10, 1923, bids to be received March 16, 1923, on 
which date bids were opened. No offer was made on 4% 
bonds, as the market had advanced during the delay. The 
Board rejected all offers and decided after much investi- 
gation and discussion, that the best interest of the Town 
would be served by short time borrowings. The financing 
of the new schools was carried on in this manner, leaving 
the Board in a position to take advantage of any soft spots 
~ in the Municipal Bond Market. 

An act Restricting the incurring of Debt by Cities and 
Towns, within the Statutory Debt Limit, was approved 
April 30, 1928, which might affect the legality of the au- 
thority covering the issuing of the School Bonds, unless a 
contract for the sale of the Bonds was made before the Act 
became effective. After a conference was held with Mr. 
T. N. Waddell, Director of the Division of Accounts, at the 
State House, it was decided that the Town had better sell 
a 414 twenty-year School Bond at once. Under the date 
of July 18, 1923, the Board authorized and directed the 
Treasurer to call for bids to be opened Monday, July 28, 
1923. The award for these Bonds was made July 28, 1923, 
for $540,000 at 100.781 to Merrill, Oldham & Company. 


HIGHWAYS AND BRIDGES 


Last year’s Board established a tentative three-year pro- 
gram for street work and with two exceptions work laid 
out for this year has been completed. 

An appropriation of $2,000 was made for the improve- 
ment of Ridge Street. This street is in a deplorable condi- 
tion, and the small appropriation would have accomplished 
little of permanent value. The Board, therefore, decided 
not to attempt any work on this street this year but to re- 
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turn the unexpended $2,000 to the Town. It is hoped that 
this street may be rebuilt from the Arlington line to the 
Woburn line, and from the Woburn line to Lexington Street 
by the City of Woburn, both towns working in conjunction 
with the Middlesex County Commissioners. Conferences 
have been held with the Commissioners in the expectation 
that they might be disposed to contribute toward the cost 
of this work. In view of the high yearly cost of mainten- 
ance, of the street in its present condition, if it is to be put 
and kept in good repair, we believe that it would be good 
judgment for the Town to rebuild this street in 1924. 

Money was also appropriated to rebuild Kenwin road. 
Time did not permit of this work being done, and the appro- 
priation is returned to the Town with a request that it be 
reappropriated in 1924. The upper end of the street should 
at least be subgraded through to Highland Avenue. 

High Street, started late last year, was completed this 
spring; Arlington Street and Lebanon Street have been re- 
built; Highland Avenue has been put in excellent condition 
from Forest Street to Main Street and should need little 
attention within the next few years. Cottage Avenue has 
been rebuilt, and Harrison Street and many other streets 
have been put in a first-class state of repair. 

A start has been made looking toward the general im- 
provement of the “Plains” in the rebuilding of Florence 
Street. In 1924 we believe the Town should rebuild at 
least one other street in this district. 

Last year the Board requested an appropriation for the 
building of Wedgemere Ave. The voters, however, decided 
not to rebuild this street, but to have the same repaired. 
The Board is of the opinion that it is not economical to 
continue further with the repair of this street, but that it 
should be rebuilt. It is accordingly asking the Town for an 
appropriation for this work for 1924. 

Forest Street presents a difficult problem. Plans have 
been prepared for easing off the curves, and for the widen- 
ing of the street. The tracks of the Eastern Mass. Street 
Railway complicate the problem, and the Board has not yet 
decided what would be the best method of correcting the 
extremely bad condition. 
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Last year’s Board after a careful investigation decided 
to adopt the use of asphalt oils in place of tar for surface 
treatment. The results were so satisfactory that this year 
the Board has continued along the same lines. Reports 
from other communities indicate a very general trend to- 
ward the use of the asphalt oils. The results appear to be 
better, and the cost is somewhat less. 

The surfacing of the approaches to the Bacon Street 
Bridge, held in abeyance during the winter, was completed 
this spring. Shrubs have been set out and the banks 
seeded, bringing up the general tone of this locality. 


TOWN YARD 

It has seemed to the Board that the cost of maintenance 
of the Town Stable was excessively high, and a determined 
effort was made to get at the root of this problem. In the 
first place upon examination by a veterinary it appeared 
that at least five of the horses were not fit for service, and 
upon the veterinary’s advice these animals were disposed 
of. This reduced the number of horses in the stable to seven, 
and made unnecessary the services of more than two men 
in the stable, thus effecting a saving of about $3,000. A 
Reo and a Ford truck were purchased to take the place of 
the horses for summer work. In general the larger number 
of horses has been maintained for plowing sidewalks in the . 
winter. The Board has had under consideration various 
means of caring for snow, and these will be taken up under 
Snow and Ice. 

Among the various departments in the Town there are 
ten automobiles, some of which have been kept in public 
garages. At a nominal cost the front of a portion of the 
wagon shed has been closed off and a new heating system 
installed, thus providing in the Town yard an excellent 
garage for the various department automobiles and trucks. 

Some minor replacements have been made of worn out 
equipment. 


SNOW AND ICE 
During the severe winter of 1922-1923, for the first time, 
the Board made a special effort to keep the highways free 
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from snow and ice by continued plowing with automobile 
trucks. Good work was done, but at a high cost. Other 
towns have pretty generally purchased automotive equip- 
ment, designed especially for this service. 

The Board has given much thought to the purchase of 
tractors for this work. Various types of machines are on 
the market and must be considered. 

Toward the end of the year the matter was discussed 
at length with the Finance Committee who were then of 
the opinion that it would be wise to buy small tractors for 
sidewalk plowing, leaving the matter of street plowing for 
later discussion. One Model W “Cletrac’’ machine has been 
purchased, and has been put into commission. Much in- 
formation will be obtained from its performance this win- 
ter. Additional horses have been hired temporarily to help 
out during the winter months. 


SIDEWALKS 


The general practice of replacing the old tar walks with 
granolithic has been followed, and in some places new 
granolithic walks have been installed. Each year there 
are more and more requests for granolithic walks, to which 
the Board finds it impossible to accede on account of the 
lack of funds. The Board believes that the appropriation 
for sidewalk work should be materially more than has been 
customary during past years. It should be borne in mind 
that of the money appropriated only one half is actually 
expended by the Town. The receipts from the abutters, 
however, go to revenue and the Town has to appropriate a 
corresponding amount in ofder to accomplish the work. 


SURFACE DRAINAGE 

Practically all of the work laid out for this year has been 
completed. In addition to the regular work the construc- 
tion of the new Lincoln School required the laying of the 
drain in the Holton lot, and the relaying of the so-called 
“Holton Drain” under Westley Street to Nelson Street. 
This particular section of drain has been in extremely poor 
condition for a number of years, and has been a continual 
source of annoyance.

STREET LIGHTS 

New lights have been installed this year in the following 
locations: Woodside Road, (5 lights and 1 light relocated) : 
Chesterford Road (1 light and 1 light relocated) ; Bacon 
Street Bridge (1 light);, Elmwood Ave (1 light re- 
located) ; Clark Street (1 light and 1 light relocated) ; 
Chisholm Road (1 light), and Pierrepont Road (1 light). 

New lights have been ordered but not yet installed on 
Sheridan Circle (1 light) ; Irving Street (2 lights) ; High- 
land Avenue (2 lights); Appalachian Road (1 light) and 
Orient Street (1 light). 

Shields have also been placed on some lights. 

Some of the lights installed have been the result of re- 
quests by the citizens, the others as carrying out a general 
Survey which has been made by the Town Engineer in an 
effort to bring about a more uniform scheme of lighting in 
the various parts of the town. 


ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT 


Again this year Mr. Hinds has served the Town in a most 

efficient manner as the Town Engineer and Superintendent 
of Streets, having had the very helpful co-operation of Mr. 
Holbrook and Mr. Sharon in carrying out the work of these 
two departments. 
A start has been made looking toward a systematic record 
of work done on various streets, showing the amount of the 
work, the cost of the same, and the yearly cost of repairs. 
A card file has been installed which, if kept up from year to 
year, will be of considerable help in determining what work 
should be done from time to time. 

As is usual the Engineering Department ae done con- 
siderable work for the other departments in the Town, as 
well as assisting the Planning Board in the preparation of 
plans for zoning. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT 
Notwithstanding the severe handicap imposed by the ill- 
ness of the Chief and the loss by death of Sergeant Mc- 
Cauley, the Department has been conducted in an efficient 
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manner, the citizens have been protected in their lives and 
property, criminals have been apprehended and prosecuted, 
and, as in past years, there have been notable achievements 
which have brought to the Department the favorable atten- 
tion of the public and the law officers of the state and 
county. 

The force, while perhaps reasonably sufficient for ordi- 
nary police and patrol duties, is inadequate because of the 
demands for traffic regulation made necessary by the 
greatly increased use of automobiles and particularly of the 
large trucks which pass in great numbers through our prin- 
cipal streets and which have rendered travelling upon the 
highways a source of much danger. Unless a traffic officer 
can be kept constantly on duty at the center much confusion 
and danger to life and limb must result. 

Other points in the town should be guarded. The school 
children should have the protection of officers at and near 
the school buildings as they enter and leave them. 

The Board therefore recommends that two patrolmen be 
added to the force and in order that available officers may 
quickly reach places in the town where their services may 
be required, it is recommended that a motorcycle be pro- 
vided.

TOWN HALL 


In accordance with the recommendations of last year’s 
Board it was planned to repaint and redecorate the interior 
of the Town Hall. 

Before the work was commenced, however, portions of 
the ceiling gave way, making it necessary to undertake 
somewhat extensive repairs, and as a measure of safety to 
close the hall until the work should be completed. 

The ceiling in the main hall was thoroughly repaired and 
a new metal ceiling placed over the stage, the work being 
done with as little delay as was consistent with proper 
regard to cost and satisfactory work, and upon the comple- 
tion of the ceiling work, the walls of the hall were thor- 
oughly cleaned, repainted and redecorated, after estimates 
therefor had been obtained and carefully considered by the 
Board. A somewhat radical departure was made from the 
old scheme of decorating and it is hoped that it will be found 
pleasing. In any event the walls of the hall are now clean - 
and of much more cheerful appearance. 

The hangings which formerly were used to separate the 
small hall from the larger one were found to be in such a 
dirty and worn condition that they were taken down and 
destroyed. No provision has been made for replacing them 
and it is recommended that replacement be deferred until 
the necessity therefor is apparent. 

The window shades which were worn out and dirty were 
replaced. The floor coverings in the corridors are worn 
beyond repair and new coverings should be laid. 

Attention was called in last year’s report to the bad con- 
dition of the floor. This condition is one which is doubtless 
apparent to all those who use the hall and especially to those 
who use it for dancing. The floor is worn out and should be 
relaid. 

Most of the glass in the windows is loose and for the 
preservation of the building all the windows should be care- 
fully examined, reputtied and painted. 

At the time when the Board made its last report to the 
Town the roof appeared to be in good condition, but since 
then leaks have developed, due to the giving out of the flash- 
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ing in one or more of the numerous valleys in the roof. The 
original flashings, being of zinc, cannot be expected to longer 
serve their purpose and in some places because of the forma- 
tion of the roof the flashing problem is a difficult one to 
meet. 

An examination of the roof has been made as a result 
of which it appears necessary to install new flashings and 
although this will entail a considerable expense the work 
should be undertaken at once in order to prevent further 
leaks and the resulting damage to the building. 

Structurally the building is in good condition but because 
of its age it is to be expected that frequent repairs will be 
required. 

So far as the Board is aware it is not known when the 
interior of the Executive Offices and Library were last 
cleaned, but it is very evident that they should be given a 
thorough cleaning and renovation. ! 

The considerable growth of the business affairs of the 
town since the building was constructed has rendered the 
accommodations for the town boards, officers and commit- 
tees wholly inadequate, and further provision for them must 
soon be made. 


STREET ACCEPTANCES AND BUILDING LINES 


The Board will recommend to the Town for acceptance 
as Town ways, under the law relating to the assessment of 
betterments, the following private ways :— 

Brookside Avenue, Elmwood Avenue, Prospect Street Ex- 
tension, Alben Street, Canal Street (part of), and Railroad 
Avenue. 

The Board will reconnmerd to the Town that a small part 
of Palmer Street, not now a Town way, be accepted, but not 
under the law relating to the assessment of betterments. 

The establishment of building lines on all the above 
streets except Railroad Avenue will be recommended to 
the Town by the Board. 

The Board will also recommend the establishment of 
building lines on Harrison Street, Washington Street, from 
Main Street to Lebanon Street; on Main Street, from Mystic 
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Valley Parkway to the Medford Line and on Highland 
Avenue, from Mt. Vernon Street to Forest Street. On a 
small section of South Main Street (westerly side from 
land of Jacob F. Hodge to Ridgefield Road), the Board 
will recommend that no building line be established on ac- 
count of the nature of the lots in this location and, also that 
no building line be established on that section of Washing- 
ton Street, westerly side, from Main Street to the Mystic 
Valley Parkway for similar reasons. 

| The Board desires to emphasize again the value to the 
Town and all its inhabitants of reasonable building lines. 
From the point of safety as well as uniformity these lines 
are greatly to be desired. In the recommendations of the 
Board we have at all time kept in mind these factors. We 
believe thoroughly in the adoption of these restrictions. 


BOARD OF SURVEY 
During the year the Board has acted as the Board of 
Survey on various petitions presented to it. The Board 
finds a wide discrepancy in the plans submitted for its ap- 
proval and has therefore drawn up a set of rules and regu- 
lations of the Board of Survey, and recommends that the 
Town have printed a thousand copies of the same for dis- 
tribution. These rules, if adopted, would standardize all 
plans submitted to the Town. Some of the neighboring 

towns have adopted a similar set of rules. 


PUBLIC SERVICE CORPORATIONS 
The Boston and Maine Railroad is constructing the side- 
walk on the Swanton Street Bridge over the Woburn loop. 
The piers in the highway under the Cross Street bridge 
appear to the Board to be dangerous. We have endeavored 
to have these piers removed but because of engineering 
problems progress has been slow. The proceedings were 
started in 1912 and will probably continue for a long time. 
The Boston & Maine Railroad has agreed to repave the 
crossing at the center. 
We have succeeded in obtaining gas service for most of 


the applicants. 
The situation as to wires on the streets is not entirely 
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satisfactory, not so much from the point of safety as to 
that of unsightliness, but it is hoped that the condition will 
soon be improved. 


SCHOOL BUILDING SITES | 
It is interesting to note that all the sites have been 
acquired, and the damages agreed upon save in one case. 
We are pleased to call to the Town’s attention the general 
spirit of fairness on the part of those whose land was taken. 
With few exceptions these owners have shown themselves 
to be public spirited citizens. 


LEGISLATION 

A considerable number of houses on Dunster Lane and in 
the immediate vicinity are not connected with the Town 
water supply. To extend the water service to this district 
would entail a great expenditure of money on the part of 
the Town. It has been proposed to have the Town of 
Arlington supply these houses, but because of the regula- 
tions of the Metropolitan District Commission it may be 
necessary to obtain legislative sanction for this service. 


LICENSES 


A change in the state regulations has made necessary 
many hearings for permits to store gasoline. We have 
tried to cause as little inconvenience as possible, always 
bearing in mind the factor of safety. 

It must be remembered that the State Department of 
Public Safety promulgates the regulations which are not in 
all cases as clear as might be desired, imposing on this Board 
the duty of adapting these regulations to the community. 


SOLDIERS’ RELIEF AND MILITARY AID 
A considerable decrease is apparent in the amount ex- 
pended for these purposes. We have in all cases endeav- 
ored to be just, and believe that all worthy cases for which 
application has been made have been properly adjusted. 


REPORT OF SELECTMEN 81 


PERAMBULATION OF BOUNDARY LINES BETWEEN 
WOBURN AND WINCHESTER 

On the afternoon of October 17, 1923, Mr. William B. 
Jones, Superintendent of Public Works, and City Engineer 
of Woburn, with his Assistant, were met by Mr. Hinds, 
Town Engineer, and Mr. Parker Holbrook, Assistant Town 
Engineer, Messrs. Dotten and Berry, from the Board of 
Selectmen, representing Winchester, at the Winning Farm, 
and found properly located the corner boundary stone of 
Lexington, Winchester and Woburn. From this starting 
point, the different boundary stones between Winchester 
and Woburn, as shown on an “Atlas of Boundaries, of the 
Town of Winchester, and the City of Woburn, by the Topo- 
graphical Survey Commission of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts,” were located in their order from the Wes- 
terly to the Easterly limits. The Boundary Stones were all 
found in position as shown upon the Atlas, with the excep- 
tion of one, which was located in the line of the new recon- 
structed Cambridge Street. This bound stone was found on 
the side of a bank, out of place, where left by the road 
builders. Records show that the State representatives, 
when building the road, preserved data so that the re-loca- 
tion of this stone can be made at any time. ; 

Our Town Engineer, Mr. Hinds, has agreed with Mr. 
Jones of Woburn, to re-locate the Boundry Point on Cam- 
bridge Street, the cost to be borne equally by the Town of 
Winchester and the City of Woburn. This matter should 
be attended to as early in the spring as conditions of the 
land will make it practicable. A report of the Perambula- 
tion, duly signed, by the representatives of Winchester and 
Woburn, has been placed on file. 


ELECTIONS 


Because of the fact that a Presidential primary as well 
as State Primary and election will be held in 1924 a sum 
considerably greater than that of last year will have to be 
appropriated for this account. 


RAILROAD AVENUE 
The Town refused to accept this street in 1922. Since 
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then posts have been set in the street. The only way that 
the Town can act on this matter is to have the selectmen 
propose the acceptance of the street for the consideration 
of the meeting. This will be done. 


STANDARD ACCOUNTING SYSTEM 

Last March the Town voted to petition the State for the 
installation of the Standard Accounting System. The 
necessary audits have been made and the books found in 
excellent condition. This system has now been installed and 
is in operation. 

A Town Accountant should be appointed, and an article 
has been inserted in the warrant to carry out the provision 
of the Standard Accounting System. 


RESERVE FUND 
We recommend a reserve fund of at least $10,000.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF STREETS 


December 31, 1923. 
Board of Selectmen. 
Gentlemen: 

I submit herewith my report of the work of the Highway 

Department for the current year. 
_ Proceeding chronologically, the first and substantially the 
entire work of the department from January 1 to about the 
middle of April, was that of caring for snow and ice, and 
removing the accumulation of sand used on sidewalks and 
streets during the period of alternate thawing and freezing. 

During the period noted above more money was expended 
for snow and ice work than ever before in the history of 
the town. 

Your Board and all our people know that the winter of 
1922-1923 was of much greater severity than for many 
years, especially as to the continuous and heavy falls of 
snow, the aggregate snow fall being in excess of eight feet. 
In the old days when horses and sleighs or pungs were the 
order of the day, people were willing to accept snow and the 
accompanying discomfort as a matter of course but, since 
the advent of the motor car and truck in such ever-increas- 
ing numbers, people generally will not look on a heavy snow 
fall or succession of snows as a blessing, and demand that 
highways be cleared, so that they can continue the operation 
of their cars and trucks without serious interruption in 
January or February as well as in June or September. 
Without knowing, of course, that the winter was to be of 
almost unprecedented severity, preparations were made to 
cope with each storm as it came. Mr. Thomas Quigley, Jr., 
was asked to furnish five ton motor trucks to which were to 
be attached 10 ft. steel scrapers which would push back the 
snow toward the gutters and thereby leave the space over 
which the scraper passed comparatively free. As the 
scrapers were not wide enough to clear the entire roadway 
it would be and was necessary to make two runs in each of 
our ordinary width streets after each snow fall, and in such 
streets as are more than ordinarily wide three and at times, 
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four runs were necessary. Supplementing the two trucks 
hired from Mr. Quigley we used as far as possible a three 
and one-half ton truck loaned us by the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. Still further, we hired on occasions a five- 
ton truck from the Sweeney Motor Truck Co. of Everett. 
With this equipment we were able to do as much as was 
humanly possible in keeping our highways open. At times 
we fastened two sidewalk plows together with the outside 
wings opened to the fullest extent and dragged them 
through some of our streets with four horses. Two of this 
sort of unit were used extensively during the winter. 

While Mr. Quigley was paid for the use of his trucks and 
operators it seemed very evident that he was not doing it 
entirely for profit, but was actuated by a fine spirit of citi- 
zenship. In order that his two trucks might be kept at 
work on the snow without serious interruption, it was neces- 
sary for him to use parts of not less than six trucks. A 
motor truck is not designed to do such work as the trucks 
we had at work were doing. Breakdowns were likely to 
happen and did happen. In spite of all the obstacles the 
work was well done. 

Opening the ‘Hill District”? streets was especially hard 
because of the narrow roadways and the extremely high 
drifts. Frequently streets opened one day were made im- 
passable the next by drifts. The sidewalks were kept 
plowed out, for the greater part during the entire winter, 
but we were forced to abandon plowing some of them during 
March. The area in and adjacent to the centre was cleared 
of snow promptly throughout the entire winter. 

The expense to date for snow work has been $25,152.67. 


While on the subject of “Snow Removal” your Board and 
our department have made inquiry and investigation as to 
a possible and probable better method of clearing the high- 
ways and sidewalks of snow. The result of this i inquiry and 
investigation is that we believe caterpillar tractors should 
be used for the removal of snow from the roadways and 
sidewalks as well. 

For the work in roadways we believe one ten-ton and one 


——— 
— 
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five-ton tractor, each equipped with large and extremely 
strong and rugged plows, would do the work of snow re- 
moval more satisfactorily and more economically than it 
was done during the past winter, and for the sidewalk 
plowing we advocate three small tractors of the caterpillar 
type. I do not intend to convey the impression that the 
three small tractors would take care of all necessary side- 
walk plowing, but do intend to say that they should be used 
in substitution for horses on some of our sidewalk routes. 

Tractors have shown in other sections of this state and in 
other parts of the country that they are more effective for 
snow removal than horses or motor trucks or both. The 
outlay for such equipment as I have suggested and recom- 
mended above will be large, approximately $17,000. This 
may seem excessive for a set of tools to be used primarily 
for snow removal, but the cheerfulness with which the 
citizens voted $25,000 for the care of snow and ice at the 
March meeting would seem to indicate their willingness to 
pay for the accomplishment of the work in a modern and 
effective way. At this time I wish to express my belief that 
the people of Winchester never had more hearty and whole- 
souled service from any set of men than they received from 
the men, one and all, of this department in the work of 
removal of snow during the past winter. 

After the winter was over the Department applied itself 
to carrying out a general program of Cleaning Streets, 
Maintenance of Ways, Sidewalk and Curbing Extensions, 
Surface Drainage and Street Construction. 

Before this work was begun your Board asked for a tenta- 
tive order in which it was to be carried on. 

The following was prepared and submitted to you receiv- 
ing your approval, with the provision that deviations from 
it might be made as circumstances and conditions required.

Other maintenance work such as bridge repairs, care of 
guard rail fences, street signs and guide boards, surface 
treatment, cleaning catch basins, and all the other general 
upkeep work to be carried on as time and conditions permit. 


STREET CONSTRUCTION. 

As noted in the above program under the general heading 
of Street Construction the completion of the highway at and 
near the new Bacon Street bridge was considered of first 
importance, both as to merit and time. 


A brief description of the work and what it involved is 
here given: 


BACON STREET 
The bridge was completed so late in the fall of last year 
that it was not considered wise to do anything more at that 
time than to make the highway safe for travel through the 
winter. To do this it was necessary to partially regrade 
the roadway and sidewalks but only so far as safety re- 


quired, and to erect fences along the sides for reasons of 
safety. 
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When the work was begun this year it was necessary to 
finish the sub-grading of the roadway in accordance with 
the grade of the new bridge, to provide several hundred 
loads of filling and loam for sloping and loaming the banks 
on either side to conform to the new grade and new lines 
of the layout as altered and widened, to rip-rap several 
hundred feet of the slope at the river edge, to finish the sub- 
grading of the sidewalks on either side from Fenwick Road 
and the Parkway to the B. & M. Railroad bridge, to provide 
and put in place hundreds of feet of granite curbing, to 
construct a bituminous macadam roadway from the Park- 
way and Fenwick Road to the railroad bridge, to repair 
the roadway west of the railroad between it and the Park- 
way, west, to seed and plant the slopes on either side of the 
roadway, to construct hundreds of square yards of grano- 
lithic sidewalks and stone dust walks, to sod the areas be- 
tween the curb and the granolithic sidewalks, and other 
minor items of work, the whole combining to make the job 
as it now is. The Metropolitan District Commission co- 
operated to the extent of providing shrubbery at the ends of 
the bridge, and grass seed for the greater part of the slopes. 
The Commission permits its men to care for the shrubs, the 
slopes and the seeded areas within the highways, for which 
service the town is indebted for the resulting well kept 
appearance of this section of Bacon Street and the adjacent 
areas. The B. & M. Railroad Company have constructed 
very substantial fences both east and west of the railroad 
bridge and have recently painted them, thereby evidencing 
‘a good spirit of co-operation with the Town. I present a 
few facts of the main features of the work: 


In the area of the roadway, 2640 sq. yds., about 

620 tons of stone and 7350 gals. of binder “B” 

were used while in the sidewalks, about 485 yds. 

of granolithic were laid, and about 1090 lin. ft. of 

curbing were put in place. 
The cost of the whole job as outlined above was $6,178.81, 
which cost covers only the work of this year, and is exclu- 
sive of any and all work done in 1922 in constructing the 
_ bridge itself and its approaches. 
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The next job of street construction work undertaken was 
rebuilding Lebanon Street. 


LEBANON STREET 


The surface of this road, prior to the work of this year, 
was of gravel and was in a bad state of repair. When it was 
first improved in 1907, substantial stone gutters were laid 
in either side throughout its entire length, so that the 
foundation or sub-grade of the roadway was ready, without 
much added work, for the surface pavement applied this 
year which was a stone covering averaging not less than 
four inches in thickness when rolled, penetrated with 
asphalt binder ‘‘B.”’ 

The area of surface so treated is about 2033 sq. yds. and 
the cost of the job was $1494.39. 

Lebanon Street was one of the remaining very steep east 
side streets, which, up to this year, had not been permanent- 
ly paved. Waste from wash of storms has thus, in this case, 
been eliminated. 


HARRISON ST. AND LAWRENCE ST. 


These streets were reconstructed next in order after the 
Lebanon Street work. While no provision was specifically 
made in the highway department appropriation for the re- 
pair or reconstruction of them, and while the cost of this 
work was taken out of the re-surfacing account, it seems to 
me that they should be here noted under the heading of 
“Street Construction” since the work was as great and was 
as thoroughly done as would have been the case if they 
were under the heading of “Street Conse ” 'There- 
fore, I have so noted them. . 

The streets named above are, in the west side of the town 
and were of gravel, the existing roadways being in very 
. poor repair. The material used was heavy, coarse gravel 
from the Fleming pit. <A layer of this material from four 
to six inches in depth was spread over the existing surface, 
graded to a true grade set by a transit, thoroughly com- 
pacted, oiled with No. 3 oil for a priming coat, and later oiled 
and sanded and then thoroughly rolled again. The second 
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application of oil was No. 6 oil which has a large asphaltic 
content. We have introduced in the construction of all 
gravel roads constructed this year a feature which seems of 
considerable value and importance. I refer to the use of 
crushed stone penetrated with an asphalt binder at street 
corners or street intersections. Motor cars will travel over 
well kept and smooth gravel surfaces along the straight 
away sections without causing any appreciable wear of the 
street surface, but no gravel road will long withstand the 
wear from motor vehicles at street intersections. Ruts and 
holes will very soon appear. To do away with this condi- 
tion the stone and binder have been used in areas sufficient- 
ly great to take the wear away from the corners. The 
surface of Harrison and Lawrence Streets is now in excel- 
lent condition. The areas covered or constructed total 
about 3600 sq. yds., of which 3069 sq. yds. are of gravel, 
and 531 sq. yds. are of bituminous macadam. 

The cost of the work in these streets was $1,300.12 or at 
the rate of $0.36 per sq. yd. 


FAIRMOUNT STREET. 


The westerly end of Fairmount Street for a distance of 
about 200 feet was constructed of a clean, screened gravel, 
penetrated with asphalt binder “B.” As a part of this job 
111 sq. yds. of granite paving were laid. The cost of this 
work was about $439.00. 


OAK STREET 


A section of Oak Street lying between Holland Street and 
the B. & M. RB. R. was re-graded and constructed, the treat- 
ment being the same as in the Fairmount Street work. No 
paved gutters were necessary. Its cost was $439.85, or 
$0.652 per sq. yd. This section of Oak Street had never 
- until this year been improved in any thorough way. 


COTTAGE AVENUE 


Cottage Avenue, one of the streets accepted under the 
“Betterment Acts,” so-called, at the March meeting has 
been completed as proposed. The granolithic sidewalks 
were first constructed, catch basins were installed, and a

drain connecting them was laid for a short distance, and 
temporarily plugged at Bacon Street. 

The street was then surfaced with a pavement of stone 
penetrated with “Binder B.” 

The yardage of surface pavement is about 913 sq. yds., 
the total cost was $857.29, and the unit cost per sq. yd. was 
$0.94. 


ARLINGTON STREET 


An appropriation of $10,000 was made at the March 
meeting for the construction of this highway which is about 
3438 ft. in length. 

In 1922 surface drains, man holes and catch basins were 
constructed preparatory to the surface pavement work of 
19238. 

Because of the fact that the roadway could not be sub- 
graded in 1922, it was necessary to leave man hole tops, 
catch basin grates, and inlet stones at the existing grade 
of the street. The grade plan prepared for the surface 
pavement work of this year necessitated spending consider- 
able time and money to make the grades of the underground 
drain utilities conform to the new grade. 

The sub-grading work in preparation for laying down 
the surface pavement was a sizeable item in the total work 
of completing the street improvement. 

The roadway has been constructed 18 ft. in width 
throughout the greater part of the length of the street, but 
at the Cambridge Street end the width is 25 feet for a dis- - 
tance of several hundred feet. The type of pavement is 
bituminous macadam, asphalt “Binder B” being used, for 
the binding course as well as for the sealing course. _ 

The cost of the work was $8,425.03, the area constructed 
was 8005 sq. yds., and the cost per sq. yd. was $1.052. Work 
ought to be done in the spring in sloping back the banks left 
where cuts were made, and smoothing the sides and slopes 
where fills were made. 


WARREN STREET 


Warren Street was in urgent need of repairs, and had 
been so for several years. 
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When the work was begun this year it was thought wise 
to do more than repair it. The proper course to pursue 
was, so it seemed, to rebuild it. This was done by re-grad- 
ing it and covering it with a 4 in. layer of screened gravel 
stones and penetrating the stone with asphalt binder “B.” 
The constructed surface was then sealed with the same 
material. 
* This treatment covers the section which lays between 
Wildwood Street and Cabot Street, the remaining part being 
temporarily repaired in anticipation of surface drainage 
work planned for a later date. 

The cost of the Warren Street work was about $1,253.67 
and the area re-constructed was about 1966 sq. yds., at a 
unit cost of $0.638 per sq. yd. 


FLORENCE STREET 


This street was accepted at the annual town meeting of 
this year and was to be constructed under the “Betterment 
Act. 

Its length is about 960 ft., while the width of roadway 
constructed was 24 ft. 

Because of the grade established it was necessary to re- 
grade substantially the entire length of the street, the cut 
varying from a maximum of about 2 ft. to a few inches. 

At the time of beginning the work which was late in the 
year, no surface drainage pipes or catch basins had been 
installed. An attempt had been made earlier by residents 
of the street to have a gas main laid and connection 
made therewith. No provision had been made in the high- 
way department budget for 1923 for drainage work in 
Florence Street, without which drainage it was not practi- 
eal or economical to construct the street pavement. Your 
Board approved a method suggested to you by which the 
main drain or outlet from the street might be omitted, the 
eatch basins and connecting laterals only to be completed 
this year. These have been constructed and serve for the 
time as leaching basins. The Gas Light Company then 
reconsidered their decision not to install a gas main and 
connections, and proceeded to go ahead with their work. 
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When this had been done it was discovered that the water 
main was so shallow that it was thought necessary to lower 
several hundred feet of it. This was done, but the effect 
of all the underground work as above was to make it more 
difficult and expensive to grade the street, and construct 
the pavements, since the underlying soil was a sharp, live 
sand, difficult to bind and hold in place. The surfacing 
was to be and is of crushed stone, penetrated with binder 
“B.” Because of the lateness of the season the “seal coat’ 
was not applied, but this should be done early next year. 

The sidewalks were graded throughout the length of the 
street and covered with stone dust. 

About 560 feet of granite curbing were laid at the request 
of abutting owners, they paying for or agreeing to pay their 
proportional part of the cost. 

In that part of the street which lay between Harvard and 
Irving Streets the layout provided for taking land 5 feet in 
depth, along the westerly side. This necessitated taking 
down and replacing about 160 ft. of fencing. 

By the construction of Florence Street, a condition most 
obnoxious to the residents has been eliminated to their very 
evident satisfaction. The cost of the work to date has been 
$3,563.07; the yardage of roadway is about 2607, and the 
unit cost per sq. yd., including cost of grading, sidewalk 
work, moving fences, etc., is $1.458. 


SHERIDAN CIRCLE, WATSON PLACE, 
PICKERING ST. AND BORDER ST. 


This group of streets is in the northwesterly part of town 
near the Woburn line. They were accepted under the “Bet- 
terment Act” at the annual town meeting. Their combined 
length is about 2515 ft., and the width of roadway in each 
TenZA it, | 

Their construction, so far as it can be completed this 
year, has just been accomplished. These highways were 
intentionally left until the latter part of the year, since no 
bituminous material was intended to be used. The work 
has consisted in regrading the roadways to an established 
grade, constructing them of gravel to be obtained on the 
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ground, grading and shaping sidewalks were necessary, 
and a general “trueing up” of the whole layout. It will 
not be possible at this late date to secure such a hard and 
true surface as is desired, but the action of the conditions 
_ of winter and spring will tend to settle them into place, and 
a little work of leveling and trueing in the spring will make 
them very acceptable roads. As soon as practicable in the 
spring the surface of the roadways should be oiled with a 
light oil and, later, covered with a coating of heavier oil 
and sand. The result will be roads of a smooth and true 
surface. The facts as to costs, etc., to date, are as follows: 
Total cost was $1,495.37; area of roadways improved 
was 6868 sq. yds.; average cost per sq. yd. was about $0.22. 


A section of roadway at the North Reservoir dam, and 
a short piece of Reservoir Street were rebuilt this year. 

This work, although of no great extent, was to all in- 
tents and purposes new work, since it involved as much 
expense and time as a similar length of permanent pave- 
ment in any other graded street. I have included it in my 
list of “Street Construction” for the above reasons. 


WOODSIDE ROAD 


Supplementing the construction work of last year in this 
street we have laid down 1320 sq. yds. of asphalt penetra- 
tion surface at the Pond Street and Wildwood Street ends. 
We believed the gravel construction of the street as a whole 
would not withstand the wear of motor cars and trucks in 
the sections where the wear would be greatest, viz., at the 
turns from Wildwood Street and Pond Street into Woodside 
Road. The results have justified the expense. 


WILSON STREET 


This highway, which is somewhat less than 500 feet in 
length and 40 feet wide, has been improved by the recon- 
struction of its roadway in a thorough manner, screened 
gravel being used for a base course and binding gravel for 
the surface for about 215 feet of its length. Sidewalks of 
gravel have been laid out and constructed in the whole 
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length of the northerly side, and in about two-thirds of the 
length of the southerly side. 


MASON STREET 


A small volume of work, exclusive of surface drainage, 
has been done here. The lateness of the season and short- 
age of help has prevented more being done. We have ex- 
pended to date $495.70 on the work. The amount appro- 
priated was $1,000.00. 

The foregoing covers the construction program of the 
year. For your information a summary is on opposite page: 


STREET CLEANING 


On page 8 of this report I noted Street Cleaning as the 
next in.order, chronologically, after the winter work of 
caring for snow and ice, and “Street Construction” last, but 
our citizens generally seem to be more impressed when they 
see streets being constructed than they are when they see a 
gang of street cleaners going about the town removing 
debris; therefore I presented to you facts of the ‘Street 
Construction” work first. : 

We have expended for cleaning streets of general debris, 
removing leaves, etc., $7,938.87. 

This work was done by practically our entire force dur- 
ing the first few weeks in spring, by from three to five men 
during the greater part of the year, and by a varying num- 
ber of men during the early and late fall in preparation for 
the winter months. Every street in town is cleaned and 
swept in the spring and fall, and in the interim all streets 
receive such attention as a small force is able to give them. 
We have expended more for cleaning streets than the item- 
ized list on which the general highway appropriation is 
based called for, but as your agent, I feel that I could not in 
justice to your Board and to myself do otherwise. . The 
streets must be kept cleaner than they were kept years ago. 
Building development is spreading farther and farther to- 
ward the outskirts. Citizens ask for more than they 
formerly did, and it does not seem to me that we can do 
anything other than what they ask. 
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The addition of two light trucks to our equipment this 
year, together with the conversion of an old highway 
department touring car into a truck, have been of very great 
help in keeping the highways free from leaves and other 
matter. It would seem to me that it would be wise to use 
a small truck almost entirely for street cleaning, and I 
suggest to your Board that you give consideration to this 


thought.

MAINTENANCE OF WAYS 


Under this heading I have taken the work of general 
repairing and patching highways, street preservation by 
means of surface applications of oils and binders, repairs of 
bridges, guard rail fences, street signs and guide boards, 
and a multitude of other features which properly come 
under the heading of general care and upkeep of highways 
and all that is within them. 

Much has been done during the past year in patching and 
general street repairing. 


GENERAL TAR PATCHING AND REPAIRING 
STREET SURFACES 


I emphasized in my report of last year the great value 
and money saving worth of keeping in a high state of re- 
pair the highways we have before we added anything new 
to our plant. 

I believe more fully than ever that it is, to say the least, 
most prudent and wise to do this and our efforts have been 
directed to this end more extensively this year than in the 
previous year. We have used the same sort of materials 
for patching and repairing as were used in 1922. 

Your Board directed early in the spring that proposals 
be prepared for submission to business concerns who dealt 
in road making and road preserving materials for the re- 
quirements of the street department for the current year. 
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Tenders were received in due time from business houses 

who supply such materials, and the award was made as 
follows: 


American Tar Co. for their Tarite Special for cold 


patching compound 147 per gal. 
Standard Oil Co. for No. 3 or 30% oil ANU Roti ee Nh 
Standard Oil Co. for No. 6 or 65% oil COT Ome ac

Of the above materials we have used for street repair work 
9080 gallons of Tarite Special at a cost of $1,336.80, and of 
the “B” binder 32,211 gallons costing $3,768.69. 

After the severe winter we found that our main thorough- 
fares, all of which are burdened with heavy motor travel 
during the winter, were considerably in need of repairs. 
There were not many large holes in the surface, but there 
were many so-called “abrasions” which would surely grow 
to greater proportions if not sealed over. 

This was especially true of Main Street, its entire length, 
Church Street, its entire length, Mt. Vernon Street from 
the centre to Washington Street, and in Washington Street 
from Mt. Vernon Street to Forest Street. 

The Standard Oil Co. helped us greatly in repairing these 
thoroughfares by spraying the hot binder from their tank 
trucks without extra cost for the use of the trucks, thereby 
saving us a great deal of time and expense as compared 
with the old way of applying such material by hand from a 
heating kettle. As soon as the binder was sprayed on the 
street it was covered with pea stone, although in some in- 
stances sand was used for covering where pea stone was 
not to be had. The above named highways are now in good 
condition. 

The most extensive single repair job we have undertaken 
during the year was in two sections of Highland Avenue, 
the first in that part of the street which extends from 
Forest Street to Valley Road, and the second in the section 
which begins at Mt. Vernon Street and extends to Main 
Street. 

Included in the first section, because it was done at the 
same time and with the same equipment, was work in 
streets which intersect Highland Avenue between Forest 

Reservoir Street, and work of sealing over junctions of

Street, as the northerly limit, and Prince Avenue on the 
south. The gutters in this section of Highland Avenue 
were being constantly washed out by each succeeding storm, - 
and the danger to travel after heavy storms was great. 

Stone paving was laid as a “back wash” in each side, long 
existing trenches were firmly rolled, and a strip of bitumi- 
nous macadam, binder “B” being used as the penetrating 
material, varying in width from 5 to 10 ft. was laid in each 
side, and the roadway restored to a width of not less than 
25uIt, : 

In the second section the general appearance of the high- 
way for the greater part of its length was very ragged and 
uncared for. The roadway was restored to a minimum 
width of 28 ft. for the greater part by constructing loam 
spaces in either side to define the gutter lines, and then it 
was repaired with broken stone and binder “B”. The loam 
spaces were graded and seeded and the street edge of each 
space was sodded. I believe the general appearance of the 
whole length of Highland Avenue has been greatly im- 
proved. 

As to the roadway, I am of the opinion that it will last 
for a long time without reconstructing it. These repairs 
have saved a large rebuilding operation within a very short 
period. 

On this work of repairing Highland Avenue we have 
expended about $5,900.00, including cost of paving gutters. 


We have been required to repair a water main trench in 
Cross Street from Holton Street to Loring Avenue, a dis- 
tance of about 1500 feet. 

The material used was crushed stone and binder “B” and 
the area was about 1175 sq. yds., exclusive of area of stone 
back-wash. 

This work was not anticipated at the beginning of the 
season and has cost about $1300. 

The above constitute the greater part of the repair work 
in which hot asphalt binder ‘“B” was used. It has required 
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about 1400 tons of crushed stone and about 32,211 gallons of 
binder “‘B.” 


COLD PATCH REPAIRS 


We have used 9080 gallons of Tarite Special at a cost of 
$1,336.80 and 1202 gallons of Headley Road Oil materials 
costing $257.96 for our cold patch repairing work. 

In 1922 such repairs were confined largely to the Symmes 
Corner district and to the west side. | 

During this year such ordinary repairs as were necessary 
in those streets overhauled last year were made, and in 
addition the whole east side of the town, parts of the High- 
lands district, were renewed, and substantially all of the 
“Plains” section, so-called, were repaired and restored to 
a smooth and even surface. 

All main highways, such as north Washington St., Cross 
Street, Swanton St., Grove Street, Highland Avenue, Wild- 
wood Street, and Pond Street were thoroughly patched and 
restored. The entire list of streets repaired is too long to 
give in this report. There are two sections, however, which 
have not been repaired thoroughly, although it is fair to 
say that there have been recently made repairs which will 
safely carry them over the coming winter without serious 
consequences. I refer to the streets in the “Cutter Village’ 
section, and to Harvard, Irving and Chester Streets. It is 
your Board’s intention, I assume, to put streets in the two 
sections just named in good order in 1924 if funds are avail- 
able. If this is done it will be safe to say that the entire 
town, so far as highways are concerned, will be in excellent 
condition. Close attention to such repairs as will then be 
needed ought to result in a lessoned cost for the upkeep of 
highways. | 

The above prophecy is based on the assumption that the 
policy of constructing a given number of highways each 
year in a permanent manner is followed out. 

There were very few and inconsequential gravel repairs 
made during the year. 

The entire cost of all street surface repairs, not including 
those I have noted under the heading of “Street Construc- 
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tion” was $10,942.98, the main items of which are as fol- 


lows: 

Labor $1,674.55 
Patching compound and binders 5,368.45 
Crushed stone 3,904.98 


We have been working in our cold patch repair work of 
this season under rather adverse conditions. Our mixing 
outfit has been insufficient to do all that has been required 
of it. This is in process of being remedied by the addition 
of a new motor driven mixer, and the speed with which the 
material can be prepared and sent out to the place where 
it is to be used should be much greater in 1924. 


SURFACE TREATMENT 

The materials used during the year for street preserva- 
tives were the same as in 1922, viz., asphalt oils. 

As I have noted in another part of this report, the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. supplied No. 3 or 30% oil for $.078 per gallon, 
and No. 6 or 60% oil for $.073 per gallon. 

The quantity of each used was as follows: 


No. 3 7,900 gallons 
No. 6 34,000 gallons 
41,900 gals. 


The No. 8 oil was used on the surface of such streets as 
are not moderately well constructed, and on new gravel sur- 
faces as a priming coat, as in the case of Woodside Road, as 
an example, as.a preliminary to a coating of the heavier or 
No. 6 oil. 

All streets treated during 1922 with asphalt oil showed 
most excellent surfaces during 1923. The results of the use 
of oils have been highly gratifying. Only two streets treated 
with No. 6 oil in 1922 were treated again in 1923, and these 
were newly constructed gravel streets, Central Street and 
High Street. 

By the use of oils in certain main thoroughfares as, for 
example, Highland Avenue, North Washington Street, 
Cross Street, Swanton Street, Grove Street, and a number 
of others, the surfaces have been maintained in a most ex- 
cellent condition, and are highly pleasing. 

The small trucks added to the equipment this spring were 
invaluable for all work we have had to do, but more espe-

cially in the transportation of sand from the pit to streets 
where the oil was applied. More work with less time con- 
sumed than ever before has been the result. The loading 
machine bought last year has added greatly to the effective- 
ness of the work and celerity in doing it. 

For your information I have prepared a table showing 
the streets treated, yardage, etc.

TOWN STABLE AND MAINTENANCE OF 
TOWN YARD 


The total expense for the above has been $11,793.62, of 
which $11,524.87 has been expended for Town Stable, and 
$268.75 for Yard Maintenance. 

On January 1, there were in the stable 16 horsee! 11 
owned and used by the Highway Department, 2 by the 
Water Department, 2 by the Health Department, and 1 by 
the Sewer Department. 

Several of these horses were not considered fit for further 
use because of extreme age, physical condition, and their 
inability to stand up under hard work. 

Your attention was called to the facts and I was directed 
to have a close examination made by a veterinary surgeon. 
I called Dr. William Buckley who made an examination and 
report to me, which report and examination I submitted to 
your Board. As the result of that examination and report I 
was directed to see that 5 of the animals were humanely 
killed. This was done. 

It was the opinion of your Board and myself that the 
horses so removed. should not be replaced, and that better 
and more economical work could be done by the use of motor 
trucks. Since the horses were not to be replaced, it seemed 
proper to still further reduce the number of horses to be 
fed and cared for by asking the Water and Sewer Commis- 
sioners to board their 2 horses, which were used by police 
officers in patroling the shores of the Winchester reservoirs, 
in a private stable. The Commissioners agreed to do this. 
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The number of horses in the stable at this time is 10. It 
had been the custom for several years to maintain 4 hostlers 
to care for the 16 horses. With the number reduced to 10 
it was thought unnecessary to have more than 2 men, a 
day man and a night man, to care for 10 animals. Accord- 
ingly the number was reduced from 4 to 2 without any 
detrimental result. This change in number of horses and 
caretakers took place about May 1. The expense of main- 
tenance of the stable has thus been reduced from a high 
figure to a moderate one. 

Immediately after the number of horses was reduced, a 
Reo dump-body truck with hydraulic hoist was purchased, 
and another Ford dump-body truck was added, the number 
of trucks then owned and used by the street department 
being 3. An old Ford touring car owned by the depart- 
ment was made over into a truck which has been used for 
‘carrying lanterns, transporting light materials, carrying 
away leaves from the streets, etc. It has been very useful 
for such work. 

We still have the Pierce Arrow 314-ton truck loaned to us 
by the Commonwealth. It has been repaired, has done 
good work and saved a considerable sum of money, but it is 
at present in a state of rest, waiting for certain repair parts 
before it will be of much uSe again. 

“State trucks” so-called, do not rate very highly in the 
opinion of road officials. 

With the addition of several trucks to the highway depart- 
ment equipment it has been necessary to provide garage 
space for stabling them. A plan has been worked out for 
converting 5 open shed spaces at the yard into garages. 
One unit of 4 sheds has been closed in and provided with 
doors, thus furnishing space for the storage of 8 trucks or 
cars. Another space has been similarly converted into a 2- 
car garage. Cement floors have been put in these garages 
and a heating plant installed sufficiently large to care for 
all cars and trucks which may be stored at our yard for 
several years. In conformity with the building laws now 
in force in town, metal lath and plaster has been placed in 
the garages, fire doors and windows have been installed 
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wherever required, and all other such requirements com- 
plied with. 

The contract for the work on the garages, excepting the 
heating and cement work, was given to Mr. George Osborne 
for $2,215.00. The heating contract was awarded to George 
T. Davidson for $690. The cement work and painting has 
been done by the street department men. 

The trucks or cars will be stored at once at the yard. The 
cost of storing these at a centrally located garage would be 
$125 per month. For 5 months the cost would be $625. The 
new garage will cost about $4000. 

The economy of this will be evident.

The buildings are in generally good condition, but the 
storage space for the varied equipment we have is very in- 
adequate. : 

An enlargement of shed room is worthy of serious con- 
sideration, and I urge that additional accommodations be 
provided. . | 


BRIDGE REPAIRS 


For the care of Highway Bridges there has been expended 
a total of $933.78 during the current year. 

At the Wedge Pond bridge in Main Street the westerly 
sidewalk is of wood stringers carried on wood posts set in 
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concrete footings, with a wood flooring. The stringers, 
wood flooring and guard rail fence along the bridge were 
found to be very unsound. It was necessary to replace 
practically the whole of this part of the bridge. 

Labor and material for this work cost $598.12. 

The Lake Street bridge has had certain beams replaced 
because of decay. 

The flooring also was renewed. 

Expense for repairs was as follows: 


Labor $30.26 
Materials 63.82 $144.08 


The Washington Street bridge was repaired at an expense 
of $12.62 for labor only. 

A bridge over the Aberjona River leading to land of 
Wells, 651 Washington Street, is partly in the highway and 
partly in private land. It was badly in need of repairs. It 
was not safe or wise to leave it longer as it was. By an 
arrangement with Mr. Wells, he provided and delivered on 
the job several hard pine stringers, while this department 
furnished the planking and labor to make the bridge pass- 
able and sound. The cost of the work was for labor $72.47, 
for lumber $106.79, or total of $179.26. 

The bridges throughout town have been posted as ordered. 

Our old wooden highway bridges are constantly in need 
of repair. It does not seem wise to have this condition exist 
indefinitely. They should be replaced by permanent struc- 
tures as soon as possible. I recommend that a beginning be 
made of replacing them at the earliest possible moment, and 
I should recommend the Washington Street bridge for first 
attention. 


GUARD RAILS AND FENCES 


These fences and rails are, as a whole, in reasonably good 
condition. 

In Washington Street, Forest Street, Main Stret, High- 
land Avenue, and in Pond Street, sections of varying 
length were renewed. 

Occasional breaks caused by trucks or other vehicles or 
natural causes have received attention as soon as reported. 
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A total of $509.77 has been expended for upkeep as fol- 


lows:

STREET SIGNS AND GUIDE BOARDS 


A total of $538.32 has been expended during the year for 
making, repairing, painting and installing street name signs 
and guide boards, police department traffic signs, and for 
painting and lettering warnings and traffic lines on the sur- 
face of a number of our highways. 

While traffic warnings and lines are matters which would 
seem to be details of police regulation of traffic, I hope I will 
be pardoned when I express the opinion that insufficient 
attention is given to guiding and regulating automobile 
traffic in several of our highways which are notable, locally, 
at least, for their heavy motor travel. An improvement 
could easily be made. 

Our street signs and guide boards, taken as a whole, are 
not in a good state of repair. Many of the posts which are 
of wood are decayed and should be replaced. Our annual 
appropriation for “Signs and Guide Boards” is hardly suffi- 
cient to do more than merely provide replacements of posts 
and signs, and not enough to do the work as it should be 
done. I have recently seen metallic signs and posts which, 
in my opinion, should be used in preference to wood posts ° 
and signs. I suggest that consideration be given as soon as 
possible to the general subject of “Signs and Guide 
Boards: ; 


GRANOLITHIC SIDEWALK CONSTRUCTION 


The usual program of limited extension of granolithic or 
cement sidewalks has been carried out in accordance 
with the “Order of Work’ noted in the early part of this 
report, both as to time in which the work was done and 
location of it as later determined. | 

A report in detail as to location, yardage, etc., appears in 
the report of the Town Engineer. 

I present for your information a few facts as to the work. — 
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About 1,880.41 sq. yds. were constructed in various sections 
of town, at a total cost of $5,073.18, and a unit cost of $2.71 
per sq. yd. Of the above total yardage, 289.71 sq. yds. con- 
sisting of aprons, step stones, and private walks and drives, 
were laid at the request of property owners in private land 
bordering the public ways in which sidewalks were being 
constructed. The entire expense of all this private work | 
was borne by the property owners, and has totaled $758.00, 
all of which has been deposited with the Town Treasurer. 

The unit cost per sq. yd. was $2.71 as against $2.56 per 
sq. yd. for similar work in 1922. This excess cost is ac- 
counted for by the fact that cement was somewhat higher 
than in 1922, but more largely by the fact that a greater 
volume of excavation was made in preparing the sub-grade, 
and by the greater volume of work in grading and construct- 
ing loam borders in the streets in which we operated, all of 
which were residential. 

The expense of grading and constructing loam borders is 
always included in the cost of cement walks, and is a very 
substantial part of it. This work is always well done and 
the results are beneficial to the abutting property and to the 
general appearance of the section in which it is done, but it 
‘is disheartening to your road officials to find that many 
operators of motor and other vehicles seem to take delight 
in driving their cars or other vehicles over the loam spaces, 
thereby undoing much of the good work done and causing 
expense and annoyance ts property owners and to the pub- 
lic for repairs. 

We have, in some sections where extensive loaming and 
seeding work has been done, placed signs attesting the fact, 
and requesting that vehicles keep off, but such spaces have 
been treated as badly as where no such signs have been 
placed. 

I most sincerely trust that measures will be taken to stop 
this reckless use of vehicles and to instill in owners and 
drivers of them a decent regard for the rights of others. 


CURBING 


In the Town Engineer’s report appears a table of curbing 
work of the year, the volume of which has not been very 
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great. The Bacon Street work was the largest job, it being 
undertaken to make a “clean up” of the work at the new 
bridge. 

The work in Florence Street was not anticipated when the 
annual appropriations were made for obvious reasons. 

The remaining parts of the work were at corners where 
new sidewalks were being laid, or at places where curbs 
were necessary to prevent encroachment on existing side- 
walks. 

I desire to call to your attention once more the desirabil- 
ity of an extension of curbing in Church Street from Pine 
and Dix Streets to Fletcher Street in the northerly side, and 
from Central Street to Bacon Street in the southerly side. 
I believe your Board is familiar with the reasons for this. 

Also, to the desirability and necessity of a curb in the 
westerly side of Washington Street, to extend northerly 
from Mt. Vernon Street towards Nelson Street. This de- 
pends primarily on whether or not a granolithic sidewalk 
is to be laid within the whole or a part of these limits, but 
even if no new walk were laid, the project is still necessary. 
The street needs the protection of a curb. The amount 
spent for curbing during the current year was $1,210.20. 

Curbing was obtained from the H. E. Fletcher Company, 
West Chelmsford, Mass., at $1.26 per lin. ft. for straight 
stone, and $1.70 per ft. for specially cut circular stone, the 
above prices being for stone delivered on the work. 


GRAVEL SIDEWALKS AND GRAVEL See 
REPAIRS 


A considerable volume of work has been dove in laying 
out and grading sidewalks in various sections. The greater 
part of this has taken place in Florence Street, Oak Street, 
Swanton Street, Border Street, Pickering Street, Watson 
Place and Sheridan Circle. In addition to the above numer- 
ous other sections of old gravel walks have been renewed 
by leveling them and giving them a covering of stone dust. 

The amount expended has been $1,889.76. 

No new bituminous sidewalks have been constructed. 

Petitions have been presented within two years for side- 
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walks in Cross Street and in sections of Highland Ave. 
Cross Street, west of the main line of railroad, has no 

- sidewalk except for a short distance. There is need for it. 
Travel on foot would be safer and more comfortable in 

Highland Avenue if the sections asked for were constructed. 


TAR SIDEWALKS 


There have been no sidewalks of this kind constructed in 
recent years. 

They are gradually being replaced by granolithic walks. 
Repairs are made from time to time as occasion requires 
with cold patching compound. Taken as a whole they are 
reasonably safe and smooth for travel, but they should be 
replaced as soon as possible. 


CATCH BASIN CLEANING AND 
CARE OF STORM DRAINS 


Since the beginning of the year there have been very few 
instances of obstruction of storm drains serious enough to 
require excavating to ascertain the cause. In such in- 
‘stances the trouble was remedied at once. 

The cleaning of catch basins is taking place now and it is 
my hope that the work can be completed during the winter. 

I am ready and willing to say that basin cleaning, as a 
whole, has been neglected, but not from any failure to 
appreciate the importance of keeping the basins clean. | 

General highway construction and repair work has been 
considered to be of more pressing importance and, .there- 
fore, has been given preference over work which should not 
be neglected as, for example, cleaning catch basins. 

I do not think this is a wise thing to do, and believe that 
the responsibility for the neglect which I have confessed is 
not wholly mine. 

I recommended, in making up the detirinisa requirements 
for funds for highway construction and maintenance a year 
ago, that provision be made for caring for this sort of work 
without having to be satisfied with doing the work in a hit 
or miss fashion, but your Board knows what the fate of that 
recommendation was, I desire to more urgently make the 
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same recommendation again for 1924. The expense for work 
performed under this heading has been $1,364.98. 


SURFACE DRAINAGE 


The extent of such work for 1923 is shown in tabular 
form in the report of the Town Engineer. 

The Arlington Street work consisted in constructing catch 
basins and laterals from them to the main drain, in laying a 
drain to care for water at the driveway of Mr. W. E. 
Schrafft, and in a general finishing of the underground 
drainage work in anticipation of the roadway work which 
followed. 

In Canal Street a drain was laid, beginning at a point 
about 300 ft. west of Farrow Street, and ending at Farrow 
Street. This was done for the purpose of remedying condi- 
tions which were detrimental to property lying along the 
southerly side of Canal Street, and in anticipation of street 
construction work which would be necessary before the new 
Rumford School was opened. 

Euclid Avenue was drained throughout its entire length. 
The work is expected to result in a marked improvement of 
drainage conditions which had long been a source of com- 
plaint from property owners along the street. 

Numerous side drains were laid from the sidewalk edge 
of land along the southerly side of the street and connected 
with the main drain. 

The Mason Street drain was laid to relieve a very un- 
satisfactory condition in a street which had been a public 
way for many years, but which has but recently felt the 
effect of building operations. 

In White Street a drain was constructed, beginning at 
Swanton Street and ending at Arthur Street. In this sec- 
tion of White Street which has a very flat grade, storm and 
surface water, especially during the winter and early 
spring, could not easily be carried away without an under- 
ground drain. 

In the Holton land, so-called, there has existed for very 
many years an open ditch which received storm water from 
Oak Street, Swanton Street, Chester Street, and other 
streets or ways. The Town is now erecting the Lincoln 
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school building on that land. The work of grading the 
school lot could not be done without filling the ditch. The 
drainage outlet for the streets above noted had to be main- 
tained. Therefore the School Building Committee urged 
your Board to lay a drain in the ditch so that the grading 
might be done. A drain of sufficient size was laid to meet 
all future requirements, the new line beginning in land of 
Reardon, on the southerly side of Westley St., and extend- 
ing to land of Fitzgerald, south of Oak Street. 

In Loring Avenue a catch basin was constructed to relieve 
a much complained of situation. 

The total expended for drainage work during the year 
was $8,409.47. The cost of each separate piece of work is 
as follows:

The foregoing constitute a summary of the work of the 
year. | 
As a whole the program outlined at the beginning of the 
year has been accomplished with few exceptions. 

For Ridge Street, or more properly, for the “Rural Dis- 
trict,’ a sum of money was voted, $2,000 to be exact. Your 
Board and myself viewed the street and it did not seem 
advisable to expend this sum of money when an amount 
greatly in excess of what was appropriated would be re- 
quired to produce results which were looked for and ex- 
pected. 

For Kenwin Road repairs $1,050 was voted at the June 
meeting. This has not been expended. This work required 
the use of Binder “B.” Pressure of other repair and con- 
struction work set.the Kenwin Road repair back to a date 
so late in the season that it was not wise or safe to use the 
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hot binder. As a result it has not been done, but I believe 
it ought to be the first job undertaken in the spring. 

The Mason Street work has not entirely been done be- 
cause of lack of time. 

It has been impossible to hire men during the season 
when they were most needed. Every one who wanted to 
work had a job at wages which were more attractive than 
those the town pays. 

The highest number of men on the pay roll at any one 
time was 65, and for a large part of the time the number 
was less than 50. 

Yet, in spite of this fact, more street construction and 
repair work was accomplished than for many years. The 
streets generally are in better condition than ever before. 
If repair work is carried on during the coming year in the 
sections which I have noted as most needing it, and if a 
moderate program of new construction is undertaken yearly 
for a few years, it would not seem that excessive highway 
appropriations would be required, and that the department 
could be carried along at a comparatively small cost. 

In order that this may be done I am of the opinion that 
at least one more light duty truck should be added to the 
equipment. I believe, also, that a conveyor of some sort 
should be bought and used as an auxiliary in the production 
of sand for surface treatment and other purposes. We now 
use a small loading machine, so-called, but we use it more 
for digging sand out of a bank than for loading. A real 
loader or conveyor would be very useful and cheapen the 
cost of sand for street use. 

I am of the opinion that we might dispense with some of 
our horses if we had the truck or possibly two. I suggest 
buying. The shed room space at the town yard is entirely 
too small for storing highway equipment. I believe it 
should be enlarged and so recommend. ‘i | 

Estimates are being prepared for the highway depart- 
ment budget for 1924. 

Recommendations for new work will be made in the esti- 
mates.

REPORT OF TOWN ENGINEER 


December 31, 1928. 
To the Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 

I present herewith my report of the Engineeritig Depart- 
ment for 1923. As has been customary since the office of 
Town Engineer was created in 1903, this department is 
required to render service to all Town Departments when 
requested. We have during the year performed such ser- 
vices when called upon. I present, therefore, a short state- 
ment of what we have done under departmental headings. © 


SELECTMEN’S DEPARTMENT 
NEW TOWN WAYS 


The Town Meeting in March accepted as public ways six 
streets. Border Street, Cottage Avenue, Florence Street, - 
Pickering Street, Sheridan Circle and Watson Place, all of | 
which were accepted and made public ways under the bet- 
terment act. 

Plans of all the above-named streets, excepting Florence 
Street and Cottage Avenue had been made for use at hear- 
ings held by preceding Boards, the result of said hearings © 
being that no affirmative action leading to their presenta- 
tion to the citizens at Town Meeting was taken. At hear- 
ings held last year the petitioners for acceptance of all the 
streets named above subscribed to the condition imposed 
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by the practices of acceptance under the Betterment Act, 
and agreed to be assessed for betterments in such Sums as 
the Board of 1922 thought advisable. 

Plans and profiles of all streets in the above list were 
put in definite shape for Town Meeting and schedules of 
betterment were prepared for each. 

Cottage Ave., prior to acceptance, was twenty-three (23) 
feet wide. This width did not seem to be sufficient for 
acceptance. A strip of :-land four (4) feet in width along 
the entire length of the southerly side was taken for street 
purposes and added to the existing width, thus making the 
way as accepted twenty-seven (27) feet wide. In the assess- 
ment of betterments the land damage caused by the land 
taken was adjudged to offset the betterments. The esti- 
mated expense of constructing the street was $1,025, and 
the adjudged betterment was taken at $817.08. 

Florence Street, up to time of acceptance, was forty (40) 

feet in width from Swanton Street to a point about eighty 
(80) feet south of Harvard Street, and from the point just 
noted to Irving Street its width was thirty-five (85) feet. 
As finally laid out and accepted it was made forty (40) feet . 
wide throughout, a five (5) foot strip along the westerly 
side of the thirty-five (35) foot section being taken for the 
purpose of making the street of uniform width. The esti- 
mated expense of constructing the street was $3800, and 
the adjudged betterment was $721.41. 

Border Street, Pickering Street, Sheridan Circle and 
Watson Place have very recently been constructed. There 
were no land damages in these cases. The construction 
expense was estimated at $1,489 and the betterments at 
$730.38. Final betterment schedules have not yet been 
prepared because the construction work has just been com- 
pleted. 

In assessing betterments the method thus far followed 
has been to take the estimated cost of construction as the 
basis for such assessment, apportioning the betterment on 
a front foot basis, and then to assess such portion of the 
total betterment as the character of the abutting property 
would seem to be able to carry. 

Your Board has felt that the circumstances of each case 
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as it comes to you should be your guide in assessing better- 
ments. In the Florence Street instance it was felt that 
20% of the cost should be assessed against the property, 
the Town assuming the remaining 80%. 

A great deal of work is involved in carrying through 
from beginning to end the acceptance of any street, and 
constructing it in accordance with betterment provisions. 

Plans and profiles are made, careful estimates of cost are 
prepared, hearings are held, descriptions of street lines and 
areas taken are prepared for recording, betterment 
schedules are prepared for preliminary and for final use; 
the whole making up a lengthy and important procedure, 
but, in spite of it all, the method of accepting and con- 
structing through the assessment of betterments seems to 
work well and to give satisfaction to all concerned. 

I have neglected to note that a schedule of betterments 
totaling $2,389.15 has been presented to you on account of 
the construction of Woodside Road which was completed 
very late last year. The cost of this work was $4,784.72, 
and the total betterments assessed were $2,389.15.

PROPOSED NEW TOWN WAYS 


Petitions have been presented to you for the acceptance 
of private ways under the ‘“‘Betterment Act” as follows: 

Glenwood Avenue, Brookside Avenue, Elmwood Avenue, 
Prospect Street Extension, Alben Street, a portion of 
Palmer Street, a portion of Canal Street and Railroad 
Avenue. 

Plans and estimates of cost of construction sufficiently 
definite for hearing purposes for all the above have been 
prepared, and the hearings held. Definite and final plans 
are being made for Town Meeting use and for recording 
after acceptance. 

As I have set forth in the preceding pages, the process 
of accepting streets under the methods we are now follow- 
ing is a long and formal one. A program as large as the ~ 
above is an ambitious one and as great, and perhaps too 
great, as an annual Town Meeting can digest. 

It may fairly be said, also, that it, together with the added 
work of preparing for building lines along all of the above 
streets, plus the work of building lines proposed to be 
adopted along four other streets, makes a very large volume 
of work for the Engineering Department to accomplish in 
the short space of eight or ten weeks. Very little attention 
can be, or ought to be, given to anything else. 

By the acceptance of Private Ways at the last March 
Meeting and the adoption of those proposed for acceptance 
at the coming Annual Meeting the list of Private Ways will 
be very materially reduced. 


BUILDING LINES ADOPTED 


Building lines were established by the 1922 Board of 
Selectmen and adopted by the Town Meeting of 1923 as 


follows: 
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In Cottage Avenue, a ten (10) foot line along the entire 
length of the northerly side, and a thirty (30) foot line 
along the southerly side over its entire length. | 

In Florence Street, a ten (10) foot line along the 
westerly side from a point about one hundred (100) feet 
north of Swanton Street to the angle south of Harvard 
Street and a five (5) foot line from said angle to Irving 
Street, and a ten (10) foot line along the easterly side from 
a point about one hundred (100) feet north of Swanton 
Street to the angle south of Harvard Street, and from thence 
to Irving Street a five (5) foot line. The situation of exist- 
ing buildings at the Swanton Street end and the generally 
cramped condition of buildings at the northerly end made it 
inadvisable to impose building lines along the entire length 
of the street. 

In Pickering Street, a ten (10) foot line along the 
westerly side of the street. No building line was adopted 
along the easterly side because of local conditions which 
made such a line impractical. 

In Sheridan Circle throughout its entire length a ten (10) 
foot line along each side. 

In Watson Place a ten (10) foot line along each side of 
its entire length. 7 

Building line releases were obtained from a large ma- 
jority of property owners on all the above streets. 

Hearings have been held recently on the adoption of 
building lines in Alben Street, Brookside Avenue, Elmwood 
Avenue, Glenwood Avenue, Harrison Street, Highland 
Avenue from Forest Street to Mt. Vernon Street, Main 
Street from the Parkway to the Medford line, Palmer 
Street, a part of Prospect Street Extension, and Washing- 
ton Street from Main Street to Lebanon Street. 

Plans of most of the above have been made and releases 
are being secured. 

To date building lines have been adopted along thirty-five 
(85) streets or parts of streets throughout: the Town, the 
set back ranging from five (5) feet to forty (40) feet in 
depth. 
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BOARD OF SURVEY 


Six petitions for approval of street layouts have been 
presented during the year to your Board acting as a Board 
of Survey. © 

One of these was a petition by Ralph P. Sylvester for 
approval of lines of a street to be laid out near the northerly 
border. of Wildwood cemetery, said street to extend from 
Wickford Road to a dead end at a point near the northerly 
end of Middlesex Street. 

Decided opposition developed against this layout and, 
after several views and hearings, the petition was denied. 

Another was a petition of Daniel C. Linscott for approval 
of layout of lines of a road in the Rangeley Section, the road 
proposed to be approved being called “Rangeley Ridge.” 
After several suggestions of lines had been considered a 
layout was finally approved. 

The third petition was from residents of DYE Make Lane 
and prayed for approval of the layout of that street. Ap- 
proval of this petition was given. 

The fourth petition was from Patrick Noonan and others 
for a layout of an extension of Canal Street from a point 
about 300 feet distant from Farrow Street to and across 
the Horn Pond Brook valley to Wickford Road. This is 
still in abeyance. 

The fifth was from Ursula M. Ryan for approval of lines 
of a street to extend from Meadowcroft Road in the Rangley 
Section to Rangeley Ridge in the same section. Approval 
was granted. 

The sixth was by Ella M. Emerson for the approval of 
lines of several streets in a tract of land lying west of 
Westland Avenue. The petition was granted. 


STREET LINES AND GRADES 


This department is called on very frequently to indicate, 
by means of stakes, street lines and grades in practically 
every section of the Town. The marked increase in build- 
ing construction has caused more of this than for several 
years. In addition to the above a large volume of work has 
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been done for the Highway Department in indicating lines 
and grades for the Street Construction work of the year. 


PERAMBULATION OF TOWN LINES 


The only perambulation of 1923 was over the line between 
the City of Woburn and the Town of Winchester. All 
corner stones, with one exception, were found in place and 
in good condition. The exception was our corner No. 8 at 
the easterly lines of Cambridge Street. 

The alteration of the lines of Cambridge Street, toward 
the end of last year, which alteration and construction work 
was done by the Public Works Department of Massachu- 
setts, made it impractical to allow this corner stone to re- 
main in its original position. It was removed, but before 
removal sufficient survey notes were made by the Common- 
wealth’s engineers to permit of its replacement in its for- 
mer location. It is not practical to replace the stone, but 
some other marker will be set in the spring, and the original 
stone will be used as a “‘witness’ monument. A “road stone” 
or “witness” monument at the southerly side of Cross Street 
near the Woburn Branch Railroad was found broken off, 
but the base and a considerable part of it remain. 

The above perambulation was made by two members of 
your Board, by the City Engineer and his assistant of 
Woburn, and by Parker Holbrook and myself. The certifi- 
cate of perambulation was duly signed. 


STONE BOUNDS 


All new streets accepted at the Annual Meeting, except- 
ing Florence Street, have been defined and marked by stone 
bounds set at termini of straight lines and curves. 

In addition many other new bounds have been set and 
old ones reset in streets where granolithic sidewalks or other 
permanent construction was carried on. Bacon Street is an 
instance of this. 


STREET CONSTRUCTION 


In the report of the Superintendent of Streets more or 
less detail is given of this work and repetition does not seem 
necessary. It should be said, however, that much of the 
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time and effort of the Engineering force is given to the 
work, not as to the construction itself, but in the engineer- 
ing features. 

In the report referred to in the first line of this section a 
table appears of all the new street construction work of 
the year. All this involves surveys, profiles, line and grade — 
stakes, and finally measurements of quantities of materials 
used and areas covered. 

Particular cases in point are the careful attention to de- 
tail and comparatively large volume of work in lines and 
grades and other features of the Bacon Street work, and in 
the re-grading and layout of the roadway of Arlington 
Street. 

In addition this department makes all estimates of costs 
and data on which the larger items of the highway depart- 
ment budget is based. 


GRANOLITHIC SIDEWALKS 


There have been constructed during the year sidewalks 
of this sort in locations as will appear in the table below:

The bulk of new sidewalks constructed was in residential 
streets, for the most part in the west side. The sidewalks 
replaced in Pine Street and in Glengarry were either en- 
tirely worn out or were so low as to grade that the only 
practical way to improve conditions was to tear out the old 
ones and construct new. In Oxford Street and in a section 
of Pine Street dirt walks existed where the new walks of 
this year were laid. 

In Mt. Pleasant Street a part only of the southerly side- 
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walk between Washington Street and Hillside Avenue was 


relaid. ; 
No new granolithic sidewalks were laid in any of our 
main thoroughfares. The need of a new sidewalk in the 


westerly side of Washington Street north of Mt. Vernon 
Street is very apparent. Sections of new walks should be 


laid in Church Street and in Washington Street southerly 
from Mt. Vernon Street. 

Assessment schedules for sidewalk assessments including 
curbing charges or charges in lieu of assessments totalling 
$2,145.26 have been made and presented to you, of which 
$1,674.98 was committed to the Collector.

I wish to renew my recommendations of other years that 
there be an extension of curbing work in some of our high- 
ways, particularly in Church Street, from Pine and Central 
Streets to Bacon and Fletcher Streets, and in Washington 
Street from Mt. Vernon Street to Nelson and Eaton Streets. 

In Bacon Street at and near the new highway bridge is a 
good example of the effect of well laid curbing. Your 
imagination can easily show what the resulting appearance 
would be without curbing. A comparison between Bacon 
Street and Church and Washington Streets, one with curb- 
ing, and the others without, will illustrate my meaning. 


SURFACE DRAINAGE 


I present herewith a table of underground drains con- 
structed during the year. 
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In my report of 1922 I called attention to two complaints 
of imperfect drainage which had been called to the notice 
of previous Boards of Selectmen, viz., conditions in Mason 
Street Extension, and in land between Nelson Street and 
Westley Street. The Mason Street Extension work has been 
done. As to the conditions in land between Nelson Street 
and Westley Street, the matter has proceeded to the point 
where a permanent drainage right has been obtained from 
the owner of land in which the defective conditions exist, 
and the work will, very probably, be done in the near future. 

The gradual improvement of highways is forcing the con- 
struction of underground drains in sections which have, 
until now, not been provided with drains and catch basins. 


‘Highway construction work ‘accomplished in Cottage 
Avenue and in Florence Street should have been preceded 
by underground drainage facilities but, as no funds were 
provided for such facilities, the best that could be done 
under a situation of this kind, was to construct the basins 
with the expectation that they would care for storm water 
for a period of a few months, or until such time as outlets 
were provided. 

In the recommendations and estimates, which are now 
before you, the construction of these drains and others of 
equal importance is urged. 

I suggest again for your consideration that steps be taken 
to remedy a bad and dnagerous condition in a section of the 
Cambridge Street sidewalk near the property of Mr. Wil- 
lard EK. Robinson, which bad and dangerous condition can 
be remedied, in a practical way, only by certain under- 
ground drainage. | 


GENERAL SERVICES FOR SELECTMEN’S 
DEPARTMENT 


Estimates for construction work accomplished during the 
year, together with surveys, plans, profiles, etc., have been 
prepared by the Engineering Department. 


This is true, also, of projects under consideration for 
1924. , 
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A considerable volume of miscellaneous work is per- 
formed yearly by our force, as in checking and reporting on 
all plans for extensions of poles, wires and conduits, appli- 
cations for new street lights and plans for improvement of 
street lighting, street numbering plans and numbering of 
houses, etc. 

In addition record plans of storm water drains are made 
and filed as soon as practicable after the construction work 
has been done; descriptions of all street and building line 
layouts are made and recorded in a record book kept for 
this purpose; Board of Survey plans are filed for reference, 
and many other details pertaining to general street matters 
pass through this office before and after disposition is made 
of them. 


PLANNING BOARD 


The preparation of plans for use by Messrs. Shurtleff & 
Fox, Town Planning and Zoning specialists, working under 
the direction of the Planning Board, has occupied a great 
deal of time and attention during the year. A “Master 
Plan” of streets was prepared with much care toward the 
end of last year, from which inkograph prints were made. 

On each print was shown certain special information 
which Mr. Shurtleff required for his purposes of study and 
conclusion. 

The plans were as follows:

Each one of these plans required very careful and precise 
lettering and drafting work. 

It seemed to me that they should have been made outside 
of our office, but there was no special appropriation made 
for the work, and there was nothing else to do but to turn 
them out from our office. 

Much credit is due to Mr. Parker Holbrook, Assistant 
Engineer, for his very painstaking and excellent work in 
making the plans, the greater part of which he did. Several 
months, in the aggregate of his time, were consumed in the 
work. It was very tedious, but exceedingly well done. 

After the plans were turned over to Messrs. Shurtleff & 
Fox for their work considerable time was spent in going 
over all sections of Winchester and, later, in assisting with 
advice and suggestions which, through our knowledge of 
local conditions, etc., were thought of value. 

The Planning Board members have been in attendance at 
hearings on street acceptances, adoption of building lines 
and Board of Survey layouts, and have had such services 
from the Engineering Department in these matters as they 
desired. 


SPECIAL COMMITTEES 
For the School Building Committee, for land taking pur- 
poses, plans of areas of the Lincoln and Mystic-Gifford 
Schools, etc., have been made. For this Committee, and for 
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the architects of the buildings contour plans have also been 
made of the above named lots. Borings or test pits in the 
lots were made under our direction. 

The Town Counsel was given asisstance in his work of 
examining titles and transferring to the original owners 
portions of the lands taken for the new Rumford School 
building sites. 

The area taken for the Lincoln School building was 148,- 
412 sq. ft. and for the Mystic-Gifford building it was 77,053 
SUV EC: | 

The area transferred to the owner of a part of the Rum- 
ford lot was 22,404 sq. ft. 

To the Finance Committee service has been rendered in 
matters pertaining to the Highway and Sewer Department 
budgets, and with relation to areas, valuations, etc., of the 
lands taken for new school building sites. 

For the War.Memorial Committee an outline and contour 
plan of the Prince School lot was made. 

For the Police Department surveys and plans have been 
made of the locations of accident and other cases. 


PARK DEPARTMENT 


Routine work of laying out play fields in Manchester Field 
and Leonard Field, and the new Municipal Tennis Courts in 
Palmer Playground has been all that has been required by 
the Park Department. ; 


WATER DEPARTMENT 


Lines have been given for new mains and renewals of 
mains in the following streets: 

In Arlington Street a six inch (6”) main, beginning at 
the terminus of an existing 6” main at Fernway, and extend- 
ing to Cambridge Street, a distance of about 1347 feet. 

In Cambridge Street a six inch (6”) main, beginning at 
Arlington Street and extending to the Arlington-Winchester 
town line, a distance of about 126 feet, where connection 
was made with a six inch (6”) main of the Arlington 
system. 

In Cross Street a twelve inch (12”) main, beginning at 
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Holton Street and extending to Loring Avenue, a distance 
of about 1762 feet, where connection was made with an 
existing 12” main. 

In Dix Street a six inch (6”) main beginning at School 
Street and extending about 382 feet to Pine Street. 

In Rangeley Ridge a six inch (6”) main, beginning at 
Rangeley Road and extending southerly about 400 feet, and 
a two inch (2”) main, beginning at the terminus of the six 
inch (6”) main and extending southerly in Rangeley Ridge 
about 283 feet. | 

In Rangeley Road, a six inch (6”) main, beginning at 
Church Street and extending southerly to Ravine Road, a 
distance of about 840 feet. 

Notes have been made of the locations of all main gates, 
branches and hydrants on these lines for addition to the 
record plans of supply and distribution. 

In Converse Place, a six inch (6”) main beginning at 
Main Street and extending about 260 feet to an existing six 
inch (6”) main. 

Preliminary locations of gates on all services laid during 
the year have been made for plotting on the record plans. 

When the locations of mains and services laid this year 
have been added to the permanent record plans the whole 
system of plans will be substantially complete.

ASSESSORS’ DEPARTMENT 

For the Board of Assessors the work is largely routine 
but of value. It consists of copying plans received from 
individual property owners, from the Land Court and from 
the Cambridge Registry of Deeds, on standard size sheets 
for permanent record. 

Transfers made during the year are shown on the Assess- 
ors’ record book of plans in detail as to change of owner- 
ship, areas, and scale dimensions. 

Whenever definite facts as to areas, etc., of new outlying 
sections are obtained either by survey or other means, a 
plan or plans of such areas is added to the book noted above. 


CEMETERY DEPARTMENT 


For the Cemetery Commissioners a considerable volume 
of work has been done in marking lots, paths and roads in 
the cemetery, in modifying existing plans of lots, and in 
surveying and plotting new sections into lots. 

The foregoing constitutes the work of the year. 

Your Board, following along the lines of a partial merg- 
ing of the work of the Engineering Department and the 
Highway Department in 1922, this year appointed no super- 
intendent of Streets, but made the Town Engineer the head 
of the two departments. This can be said with truth, I 
believe, to have resulted in no detriment to any part of the 
work which your Board has under your control.

Petition for registration 
of title to land.

Petition for assessment of dam- 
ages for land taken for Rumford School. 

Bridget M. Flaherty, Petitioner v. Winchester. Compensation claim. 


WINCHESTER v. BOSTON & LOWELL R. R. Co. 


The petition to the County Commissioners for a sidewalk 
on the Swanton Street bridge has been pending for sev- 
eral years. Recently through your efforts and co-operation, 
however, the Boston & Maine Railroad Company agreed to 
construct the sidewalk if the town would pay one-half the 
cost. This agreement was authorized by vote of the town, 
and the County Commissioners having determined that the 
alteration was required by public necessity, a special com- 
mission was appointed by the Superior Court, as the law 
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requires, which commission, after hearing, reported that 
the Railroad should furnish the materials and do the work 
necessary to accomplish the alterations upon the bridge 
and its abutments; that the Town should pay one-half 
the total cost and the balance should be borne by the Rail- 
road; that the Town should furnish the material for and 
do the work to accomplish the alterations upon the ap- 
proaches and bear all the expenses; that the bridge 
and its abutments are to be kept in repair by the Railroad 
and the expenses borne by it; and the approaches thereto 
to be kept in repair and the expenses thereof to be borne 
by the Town. 

This report was confirmed by final decree of the Court 
made November 12, 1928 and the matter thus disposed of. 


BRIDGET M. FLAHERTY, Petitioner 


This was a claim made by the widow of Eugene Flaherty 
to the Department of Industrial Accidents for compensa- 
tion because of the death of said Eugene Flaherty, alleged 
to have resulted from an inoculation of animal pus during 
the employment of the deceased as a hostler in the town 
stable. If compensation had been awarded by the Depart- 
ment of Industrial Accidents the town might eventually 
pay out about $5,000. Upon consideration your Board, the 
Compensation Agent concurring, deemed it advisable to 
make a compromise settlement if it could be effected by the 
payment of $2500. Settlement was effected accordingly 
and after hearing, approved by the Department of Indus- 
trial Accidents. 


GRACE LAWTON v. WINCHESTER 
This was a petition to the County Commissioners for 
abatement of the 1921 taxes upon the petitioner’s real 
estate. The petition was dimissed on motion after argu- 
ment of counsel, the petitioner not having complied with 
the statutory requirements. 


The cases against the Merrimac Chemical Company, the 
Algonquin Leather Company and the New England Manu- 
facturing Company are in the hands of the Committee ap- 
pointed by the town to take charge of the matter of the 
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pollution of the Aberjona River, and I have not been in- 
formed as to the status of the same or the desire of the 
committee with reference thereto. I assume that the com- 
mittee will report in regard to them. 

The Warren and D’ Ambrosio cases, being of recent origin, 
have not yet been reached for trial and the other matters 
are pending for the reasons set forth in former reports. 

Sundry claims have been brought against the town, which 
after investigation have been denied, and with one or two 
possible exceptions may be considered as withdrawn. 

No suits have been brought against the town except the 
Warren and D’Ambrosio cases above referred to. 

The town did not appear as a petitioner for or in op- 
position to any proposed legislation at the last session of 
the General Court. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS 


I have attended to the legal details incident to the 
taking of the new lot for the Chapin School House, in place 
of the one first selected, made examination of the title and 
have settled with the owners. As I recently reported to 
your Board, settlement has now been made with the several 
owners of all of the parcels of land taken for the four school 
houses with the exception of Mrs. D’Ambrosio who was 
awarded $1482, and who being dissatisfied with the award, 
has filed a petition in the Superior Court for an assessment 
of her damages. : 

In all cases settlement has been made for the amount 
awarded by you with one exception. In this case the mov- 
ing of a large dwelling house entered into the question of 
damages and it was therefore difficult to estimate them with 
exactness at the time of making your award. The claim 
was finally settled out of court, by your authorization, for 
an amount which appears to be fair to the owners, and I 
believe that the best interests of the town were served by 
making the compromise. 

The amount of damages estimated by the School Build- 
ing Committee for the three of the four lots selected by 
the committee which were finally taken by the town was 
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$55,618. The total amount paid in settlement of damages 
is $52,977.28. Adding to this the amount awarded Mrs. 
D’Ambrosio and deducting the $1176 received for the land 
re-sold to Mr. Chamberland makes a total of $53,283.28. 

I also take pleasure in reporting that both issues of the 
bonds, amounting to $540,000 were approved, accepted and 
sold without question. 

It will be recalled that in accordance with the authori- 
zation of the town, a strip of land twenty feet in width 
running from the new Chapin School lot to Washington 
Street was taken. At the suggestion of your Board, an op- 
tion was secured from the owners to purchase an additional 
strip parallel with the one taken, twenty feet in width for 
$600 and a strip eighty feet in width for $2400, the option 
being conditional upon acceptance by the town at the next 
annual meeting. 

An appropriate article is to be placed in the warrant for 
the next annual meeting so that if the voters desire to take 
advantage of the option they may do so. 


. I have attended to all the legal requirements in connec- 
tion with the taking of the land for the enlargement of 
Wildwood Cemetery, authorized by the town to be taken at 
the meeting held in June last, and have made settlement 
with the owners for the amounts awarded and appropriated 
therefor. } 

The usual routine matters such as the preparation and 
approval of.sundry agreements, contracts, bonds, articles 
for the town meeting warrants, votes, etc. have been at- 
tended to, and I have conferred with and advised the va- 
rious boards and officers of the town upon numerous mat- 
ters. 


The erection of posts enclosing the land between the Ly- 
ceum building and Main Street, which had formerly been 
open and used as if it were a part of the highway, caused 
much interest and concern. . 

I believe that the citizens are entitled to know the facts 
and the considerations which have influenced your board 
in regard to them, and in the circumstances I can see no 
impropriety in stating them. 
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On September 14, 1923, I addressed a letter to your 
board setting forth in consolidated form the information 
furnished and the recommendations made by me by letter 
and orally from June 21st, 1921 to that time, stating cer- 
tain conclusions in relation to the then existing situation. 

The facts so related are briefly as follows: . In 19138 
George A. Fernald and Robert W. Fernald filed a petition for 
registration of their title to the land upon a portion of 
which the Lyceum building stands. Notice of the petition 
was given by mail to all abutters and to the Town of Win- 
chester, and by publication “to all whom it may concern.” 

By letter dated November 4th, 1913, the Selectmen sent 
the notice from the Land Court to the then Town Counsel, 
requesting him to “kindly consult with the Town Engineer, 
and give the matter such attention as may be required.” 
The Town Counsel entered an appearance in the Land Court 
proceedings on behalf of the Town, and wrote to the Town 
Engineer under date of December 13, 19138. 

The Town Engineer replied to the Town Counsel by let- 
ter dated December 22, 1918, and thereafter the Town 
Counsel withdrew his appearance for the Town. 

In 1914 a decree was issued to the petitioner, Robert W. 
Fernald, certifying that he was the owner in fee simple of 
the land described therein as shown on a plan, which land 
included not only the land under the Lyceum building, but 
the land bounded southerly by Mt. Vernon Street to a 
point 30 feet from the face of the building, thence by a 
line extending to, or almost to, the Boston & Maine Railroad 
location, and from thence to, and by, Railroad Avenue. 

The decree states that “‘so much of the land as lies north- 
west of the southeasterly line of said way (Railroad Ave.) 
extended to Main: Street is subject to the rights of all per- 
sons lawfully entitled in and over the same,” and no other 
easement of any description is mentioned or referred to in 
the decree except a party wall agreement. 

Thereafter Mr. Fernald sold the land to Mrs. Sanderson, 
who now appears to be the owner of record. 

On September 12, 1923, the present owner caused posts 
to be erected on the land in front of the building, includ- 
ing the land or a part of the land referred to by the Land 
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Court as being subject to certain rights as above set forth. 

Main Street is an ancient way and no part of the regis- 
tered land encroaches thereon. Railroad Avenue is a pri- 
vate way and has never been laid out and accepted as a pub- 
lic way. 

At a town meeting held in June, 1893, it was voted to 
authorize the Selectmen to take the land in front of the 
Lyceum building if it could be lawfully done at an expense 
not to exceed $500. What if anything was done under this 
vote does not appear. 

The land was not assessed until 1922. There is no evi- 
dence as to what action, if any, owners of the property may 
have taken to prevent the acquisition of easements over 
the land, although it does appear, I believe, in a report made 
to your board by Mr. Gleason that at some time an obstruc- 
tion had been temporarily erected. At one time a platform 
extended along the front of the building into the area in 
question. 

I called your attention to the provisions of law re- 
lating to the registration of land titles in force at the time 
when the decree was entered and confirmed my opinion ren- 
dered to your board and former boards, that the present 
owner of the land included within the description in said 
decree, as shown upon the plan referred to therein, owned 
the same free from any right or easement entitling the pub- 
lic or any person or persons to cross or use the same as a 
way, except, however, as to that portion of the same which 
lies northwest.of the southeasterly line of Railroad Avenue 
extended to Main Street, which the decree states “is sub- 
ject to the rights of all persons lawfully entitled in, and 
over, the same.” 

Referring then to what, if any, action could or should be 
taken with reference to that portion of the land which lies 
northwest of the southeasterly line of Railroad Avenue ex- 
tended to Main Street, I called your attention to certain pro- 
visions of Chapter 84 of the General Laws, and advised you 
that, as this portion of the land had never been laid out as 
a public way, the town as a town had no interest therein, 
and that you as the Board of Selectmen had no jurisdiction 
over the same, but that such rights as there might be were 
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either the rights of individuals who own the land on Rail- 
road Avenue to use the same as a private way, or the rights 
of the public generally to use it for the purpose of a way, 
and that as I assumed the land had been posted as are all 
private ways in the town, it seemed to me that you had no 
responsibility in the matter; that the decree of the Land 
Court did not specify or determine what the rights over 
this strip of land were and it was for those who have such 
rights to assert them and have them determined. 

Your board had laid out Railroad Avenue including with- 
in the layout all the land in question but the town at the 
special town meeting held in June last voted not to accept 
your layout. 

You met informally on the day of the erection of the 
posts and had under consideration the matter of immediate- 
ly calling a special town meeting to take action in the mat- 
ter, and it was suggested that a meeting might be called 
to see if the town would buy the land or take it by eminent 
domain. I advised you, however, that the town could take 
no action unless notice of the proposed action was given in 
the warrant for the meeting and that while towns are au- 
thorized by law to purchase or take land “for any municipal 
purpose” the purchase or taking should be for a definite 
and specific purpose, stating that I could conceive of no pur- 
pose for which the land could be taken except for a high- 
way, and that for this purpose it would be necessary for 
you to proceed in the manner provided by law for the lay- 
ing out of ways. 

I therefore renewed my previous recommendation that 
your board proceed to lay out Railroad Avenue as a town 
way, including therein all the land in question, or such por- 
tion thereof as you might think necessary, as and for a 
town way, under the provisions of law relating to the as- 
sessment of betterments, calling attention to the provi- 
sions of law relating thereto, including the provisions which 
require the Selectmen within six months after the comple- 
tion of the improvement to determine the value of the bene- 
fit or advantage to the area which has received benefit or 
advantage, other than the general advantage to the com- 
munity from the improvement, and to assess upon each 
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parcel thereof a proportionate share of the cost of such im- 
provement, and to include in such cost all damages award- 
ed therefor, and that no parcel may be assessed for a great- 
er amount than the estimate. 

And in conclusion I advised you that it seemed to me 
nothing could be accomplished by calling a town meeting 
until such time as action could be taken on the report of 
your laying out of the land in question as and for a town 
way.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF OF THE FIRE 
DEPARTMENT 


December 31, 1928. 
Board of Selectmen. 
Gentlemen: 


I respectfully submit the following report for the year 


ending December 31, 1923, together with the recommenda- 
tion for the ensuing year. 

The department has answered 237 alarms the past year, 
198 of which were received on the telephone. 
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MANUAL FORCE 


The department now has ten permanent men including 
the Chief, Deputy chief, and one permanent captain, and 
twenty-one call men. | 

The department lost two men the past year, both resign- 
ing to accept positions with less hours and a chance to earn 
larger salaries. These places have not as yet been filled as 
there seems to be a scarcity of young men who wish to join 
this department with the twenty-four hours continuous 
duty. 


HOSE 

Seven hundred feet of hose was purchased the past year. 
The department now has 6200 feet of good hose as shown 
by testing each length to 150 pounds pressure, 600 feet was 
condemned, and a like amount was condemned throughout 
the year on account of leaks. 

Included in the 6200 feet of good hose is 1100 feet of 
single jacket hose purchased in 1912-13 and 1914 which, 
while standing the test, is not to be depended on much 
longer, and I recommend an appropriation to replace the 
1200 feet condemned, also the 1100 feet which is ten to 
twelve years old. 


FIRE ALARM 


The fire alarm system is in good condition. All boxes 
have been tested monthly, and found in good working order. 
Two new boxes were purchased the past year, and I recom- 
mend that the policy adopted a few years ago of appro- 
priating a small amount each year for new boxes and ex- 
tension of lines be continued. There are a number of places 
in the thickly settled parts of the Town where boxes could 
be added. 

I believe we will have to set many more boxes in the near 
future on account of the new system the Telephone company 
is installing when each one will have to dial the number 
wanted. As the majority of our calls are received over the 
telephone, and being well acquainted with the trouble we 
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now have in getting alarms, I can imagine what it will be 
when people have to dial the number themselves. 

A box a block is the slogan adopted in many places, and 
I believe it would be well to adopt it here, do it gradually 
so as to avoid a large expenditure in any one year. 


APPARATUS 


It was necessary to expend a considerable amount this 
year on the different pieces of apparatus on account of 
breakage, and I again call to your attention the need of new 
equipment. 

The first piece of apparatus the Town purchased (Knox) 
in 1912. This has given good service, no better could be 
expected, but the firm has given up building apparatus long 
ago, and there is considerable trouble getting some of the 
parts. The tractor drawn truck, also a Knox purchased in 
1914, should be replaced with a modern truck, as we will 
have trouble getting parts for this machine, and we find it 
is dificult now to control this machine in snow. , 

The Packard car was purchased second hand in 1918, and 
while it has given good service it is not the type of appara- 
tus we should have and should be replaced with a more 
modern piece. 

The pump is in good condition, we having installed a new 
transmission and a new clutch the past year. Considerable 
work has been done on the Chief’s car, and I feel that this 
car and the pump is good for some time. 

The two old Knox cars which we use on the fire alarm 
work, and one of which we use to answer alarms with when 
other apparatus is being overhauled or repaired, should be 
disposed of. These cars are thirteen or fourteen years old. 

This department is an emergency department as you 
know, and when we are wanted we are expected to respond 
quickly, and I feel that we should be equipped with modern 
apparatus. We are the only department that second hand 
cars have been purchased for, four of the seven cars we 
now have being used cars. 

I believe the item in the budget calling for new equipment 
should be given serious consideration. 
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BUILDINGS 


A small appropriation should be made in order that the 
Central Station may be kept in first-class condition. 

The old Hose 3 house on Swanton street which is now 
used to store cars owned by other Town departments should 
have some repairs made if the Town is going to keep this 
property. As we have no storage room at the Central Sta- 
tion I believe we should keep this building for the use of the 
Fire department. 


INSPECTIONS 
Four hundred and twenty-eight inspections have been 
made in stores and other buildings throughout the Town 
the past year.

REPORT OF THE SEALER OF WEIGHTS 
AND MEASURES 


To the Board of Selectmen, Winchester, Mass., 
Gentlemen: 

‘The annual inspection of weights and other measuring 
devices was carried on in the stores and other places of 
business. These were usually found correct but there were 
a few exceptions where adjustment was necessary. Those 
found unfit for use were condemned. 

In the past year this department was affected by the 
coal shortage. The product was found to be of such poor 
quality that the State was compelled to pass a law set- 
ting a standard on its quality. The State placed the en- 
forcement in the hands of the local sealer. Samples were 
taken of the coal and submitted to the State Department 
of Health for analysis. Some of these were found to be 
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composed of shale and stone. Prosecution by the State 
was the penalty of those coal firms whose product was 
found to be below the required standard. 


A decided improvement in gasolene pumps has been ef- 
fected. ‘This has been accomplished by the State Depart- 
ment of Standards in conjunction with the local sealers. 
Several tests were made in which the quantity stops were 
carefully checked. There were but few variations discov- 
ered. 


One of the regular duties of the sealer is the inspection 
of clinical thermometers. This has revealed many on the 
market not made in accordance with the State specifica- 
tions and without the State seal. Their use might result 
seriously. These exceptions were reported to the State. 


The weight of the contents of cartons, packages and 
other containers was checked and found to be as represent- 
ed. Several loads of coal were weighed as usual. The 
weighing of ice was investigated but no serious shortage 
was discovered.

~ REPORT OF THE BUILDING COMMISSIONER 


To the Board of Selectmen, 
Winchester, Mass., 


Gentlemen: 
The following is a report of the work done in the Build- 
ing Department during the year 1923. 


BUILDING 


During the past year the amount of building construction 
in the town exceeded that of any year since the war. The 
total cost of building construction in the town during the 
past year iS approximately $1,803,456.50. 

The cost of schools and churches construction subtracted 
from this total leaves $868,925.00 which is the cost of tax- 
able property erected. 

This year the sum exceeds that of any previous year re- 
corded in the history of the Building Department. 

The building law as amended seems to be in the best in- 
terest of the house owner as it has few requirements that 
involve great expense. It is true that in order to conform 
with the law a large lot is necessary but when one considers 
the congested conditions of some towns and cities the ad- 
vantages of our regulations are apparent. 

It is becoming necessary that building lines be adopted 
and applied to all our residential streets. The citizens of the 
town should be aware that in adopting these building lines 
they are preserving their own property interests. 

The development of the town has made zoning essential. 
These restrictions would meet the public demand for pro- 
tection of property. 
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For ‘instance it is now practically impossible to prohibit 
the erection of an unsuitable building (such as a public 
garage or a store) in a residential district. This depart- 
ment is constantly receiving protests from citizens who 
desire permits withheld as the proposed constructions 
would be detrimental to the proper development of their 
sections. The Commissioner, however, has no power to re- 
fuse a permit if the proposed construction complies with 
the law. 


PLUMBING 


The increase in the work of this department is due to 
the large amount of building construction done in the past 
year. 

The method of installing relief and temperature valves 
has received the attention of the inspector. These valves 
are gradually becoming perfected and are well recommended 
as they insure safety from explosions. 

The plumbing laws seem to be adequate for they encom- 
pass the drainage problems and secure economical instal- 
lation of plumbing fixtures. 


GAS 


The experiences of the past year have proven the gas 
regulations suitable. 

The inspections of the work of the gas fitter, check any 
carelessness that might result fatally. One instance may 
be cited where carbon monoxyde gas developed from an 
improperly adjusted burner. This gas, which is odorless 
and therefore exceedingly hard to detect, nearly caused the 
death of three adults and one infant. 

This department has issued over 306 permits to make 
repairs and new installations during the past year. Each 
of these permits is carefully followed up and the work care- 
fully inspected. The importance of this work cannot be 
underestimated for an error might result seriously. 


One-Family—W ood Frame

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF APPEAL OF THE 
TOWN OF WINCHESTER 

The Board of Appeal has considered during the year 1923 
twenty appeals from the decision of the Building Commis- 
sioner. One appeal was withdrawn by the appellant and 
nineteen decisions have therefore been made by the Board. 

In eleven cases the decision of the Building Commissioner 
has been overruled, and in eight he has been upheld. In 
ten of the eleven cases such action was taken by the Board 
in the exercise of the discretion which it possesses by virtue 
of the amendment to the Building Laws. In each of these 
instances the Building Commissioner was found to be cor- 
rect in his ruling, but as before stated the appellant was re- 
lieved by virtue of the exercise of such discretion. — 

Nearly half of the cases involved simply the question as 
to the location of a garage upon premises occupied by a 
residence building. Very few of the other cases involved 
questions of importance. In no instance was a case pre- 
sented which indicated that an amendment was necessary 
in the Building Laws. It would, therefore, appear that the 
Building Laws continue to give general satisfaction.

Of the above amount listed as “Payments as Compensa- 
tion” the sum of $526.67 was paid to Mrs. Abbie Keady, 
who in the latter part of 1922, brought suit against the 
Town for Compensation for injuries alleged to be caused, 
through the Town’s agency, to her husband, Patrick Keady, 
then deceased. This case was argued by the Town Coun- 
sel before the Industrial Accident Board. A compromise 
settlement was made whereby the Town agreed to pay 
to Mrs. Keady the sum of $10 per week for 180 weeks, 
provided she remained unmarried during the period stated 
above. 

Also, out of the total paid as compensation, the sum of 
$742 was paid to an employee, who was injured several 
years ago, and whose payments will continue for several 
years yet, provided the injured man lives. 

A special case of compensation arose during the year. 
Kugene M. Flaherty had been employed by the Town for 
many years, a part of the time as a teamster and for a 
period as hostler in the town stable. He was forced to 
suspend work in 1921 and thereafter, until the day of his 
death in the latter part of 1922, was under a physi- 
cian’s care. The physician diagnosed his illness as being 
caused by an inoculation of animal pus. His widow took 
the matter before the Industrial Accident Board, the Town 
being represented by the Town Counsel and the Compen- 
sation Agent. The Board ruled that a settlement should 
be made with Mrs. SAN in the sum of $2500 in full 
for all claims. 

Thus it will be seen that a total of $3768.67 was paid for 
three special cases, leaving only $32.00 paid as compensa- 
tion during the year for minor injuries. 

There were several cases of incapacity however, sus- 


aa 
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tained by employees of Town Departments, in which it 
was thought advisable to carry the injured men on the 
payrolls during their period of disability, and to pay physi- 
cians’ bills for medical aid. 

Taken as a whole the expense for Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion, not including the three cases stated above, has been 
very small. I suggest that an appropriation of $2000 be 
made for Workmen’s Compensation for 1924.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


This year the Planning Board brings before the town as 
the result of its study, a zoning By-law, the adoption of 
which will prove an important accomplishment for the 
future of the town and will be of lasting benefit to Win- 
chester. 

During the year the Board has also carried along the 
work of preparing a Town Plan, but does not report at 
length on this subject at this time, feeling the necessity 
of further study and consultation before it is advisable to 
submit its findings to the town. 


HEARINGS 


The Planning Board has been represented at numerous 
hearings the past year before the selectmen on street ac- 
ceptances, building lines, and on other matters on which 
the Board has felt the citizens would desire the Planning 
Board to make some comment. A number of streets are 
at present under consideration by the Board of Select- 
men for acceptance by the town, and where it is evident 
that public necessity and convenience are to be served 
by the town taking over and maintaining them as public 
ways the Planning Board would urge favorable action. 

The continued practice of the Board of Selectmen in 
presenting private ways to the town for acceptance under 
the Betterment Act is to be much commended as both the 
petitioners and the selectmen approach the subject from 
the proper angle. Certainly the land bordering public 
ways is more desirable in the viewpoint of the great ma- 
jority of careful purchasers of real estate and commands 
a higher market price. With this in mind it is certainly 
only just that any action taken by the town, the effect of 
which is to immediately increase the value of the property, 
but which also entails upon the town the immediate build- 
ing and the future upkeep of the ways taken over should 
require the owners to make a reasonable contribution to 
the expense involved in making substantial improvements. 
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BUILDING LINES 


This year in several instances the Board of Selectmen on 
its own initiative has taken up the question of establishing 
building lines on various streets. Recent boards of select- 
men have advocated the establishments of building lines on 
all private ways taken over as public ways, and in the 
majority of ways advocated by the property owners for 
acceptance as public ways, there has been unanimity of 
action in advocating building lines. 

On long established public ways, however, there is even 
greater need of action by the town in this respect, especially 
on the main arteries of traffic, and the present Board of 
Selectmen is to be much commended for its advocating 
of reasonable building lines on Washington street from 
Main street to Lebanon street. Whether a building line 
on Washington street be considered from the standpoint 
of possible future widening or from the viewpoint of the 
modern landscape architect or town planner, there is no 
question of desirability of immediate action in regard 
to this great thoroughfare. The residents of this section 
of Winchester through which Washington’ street passes, 
are aroused to the dangers of longer delay, and if the citi- 
zens of the town desire to retain for this street the proper 
setting, and development of which the northern portion of 
the town is worthy, it behooves the town to take favorable 
action at the approaching town meeting when the sub- 
ject is up for consideration. 

The establishment of building lines on Main street from 
the Mystic Valley Parkway to the Medford line presents 
some difficulties, but as a whole they have been reasonably 
well disposed of by the action taken by the selectmen. This 
particular thoroughfare with the large amount of available 
building space, merits broad treatment and early action. 

The establishment of building lines on Highland avenue 
from Forest street to Mt. Vernon street presents no par- 
ticular difficulty, but the opportunity for development of 
a character that would be detrimental to the section served 
by the main artery is too great to be ignored. 


In the case of both Washington street and Highlana 
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avenue, the influence of the inspector of buildings pre- 
vented the placing of buildings to the detriment of not only 
nearby property, but also to the injuring of these beauti- 
ful thoroughfares. 


BILL BOARDS 
The Planning Board was represented at hearings on 
Bill Boards, held by the department of Public Works, 
Division of Highways, and went on record as greatly in 
favor of the enactment of regulations which would limit 
the size, location, and number of boards. 


TOWN PLANNING AND ZONING 


At the annual town meeting the town appropriated the 
sum of $2,500, to enable the Planning Board to make a 
comprehensive Town Plan, and to bring before the town 
for action a Zoning By-Law. In its report for 1922, the 
Zoning Law, Chap. 601, of the Acts of 1920, was printed 
in full, and it is in accordance with this act, and other 
provisions of law applicable thereto, that the proposed Zon- 
ing By-Law was prepared, and will be submitted for action 
at the annual town meeting in March. 

The Board engaged the services of Mr. John P. Fox 
of New York, as its advisor on Zoning, he to work 
in conjunction with Mr. Arthur A. Shurtleff of Boston, who 
was engaged at the same time to prepare a Town Plan. 

Mr. Fox submitted a tentative zoning map of the town 
to the Planning Board in October, and the Board at once 
arranged hearings that the citizens of the various sections 
of the town might become acquainted with the suggested 
plan, and by their criticism and comment enable the Plan- 
ning Board to reach such a conclusion, as it could feel it 
was warranted to present to the town for action. While 
the hearings were not largely attended, they were of value 
in emphasizing the points on which there seemed to be 
unanimity of opinion, and in bringing out points in which 
it was evident some change could and should properly be 
made. 

The Planning Board would call especial attention at this 
time to the fact that proposed by-law, if enacted, will not 
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prevent the continued use of any building for the purpose 
for which it is used at the time when the by-law takes 
effect, and, furthermore, that no matter how much care 
may be exercised at the moment of adoption of a Zoning 
By-Law, in time changing conditions will undoubtedly war- 
rant changes in the By-Law, and the enabling act requires 
that proper provision be made for such changes as the 
voters may desire after due and proper considerations. 

The Board has in its possession the series of plans and 
studies referred to in a short report from Mr. Arthur A. 
Shurtleff appended. 


WILDWOOD CEMETERY 


The Planning Board co-operated with the Cemetery Com- 
missioners and the Board of Survey in presenting to the 
Town the advisability of acquiring an area of about 
_ fourteen acres of land bordering the Cemetery on the West 
and North, which was threatened with a development that 
would have been out of harmony with the character of 
development within the Cemetery. Favorable action was 
taken by the Town at a Town Meeting held in June, thus © 
insuring for many years ample lot space and protection 
of liberal bounderies from a treatment that would for all 
time, detract from the natural and developed beauty of 
the Cemetery.

Dear Sir: 
During the past year I have made, in consultation with 
your Board, with Mr. Hinds, and other officials of the 
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Town, a careful study of Winchester to learn the facts 
with regard to highway locations, widths, gradients, 
amount of traffic, points of congestion, and areas where 
land sub-division by streets is now in progress. J have 
also made a field study of the sheets prepared by Mr. 
Hinds showing the position of parks, parkways, cemeteries, 
school properties, and other lands owned by the Town. 
This information and the field notes are recorded for con- 
venient reference on a series of standard sheets. 

After. securing the above information I studied, with 
your Board, and with Mr. Hinds, various plans for traffic 
relief by connecting streets which can be made to bear 
a portion of the traffic burden, and thus assist in distribut- 
ing motor travel which is now concentrated at a few points. 
In this work the attempt was made to use existing facili- 
ties wherever they could be found and never to suggest 
the creation of a new street when a combination of ex- 
isting streets can be made to serve the purpose, <A series ° 
of plans has been prepared showing the existing east- 
west thoroughfares and other desirable extensions, and 
also the north-south thoroughfares and their desirable ex- 
tensions. These studies indicate that it will not be a 
difficult matter to rectify faults in the present street sys- 
tem and at the same time to guide the new streets, which 
will be constructed eventually, to follow routes which will 
make useful thoroughfares for the Town in years to come. 
In guiding the future development of streets in this man- 
ner, the Town would not increase the cost of streets or 
put obstacles in the way of private developments, but on 
the contrary a great amount of money would be saved 
and the activities of private land development should be 
stimulated. 

I have also studied with your Board and officials of 
the Town, together with the Metropolitan District Com- 
mission, the location of parks, playgrounds, and park- 
ways. The location of schools and school playgrounds in 
relation to these parks has also been recorded. With this 
data at hand it is feasible to forecast with reasonable ac- 
curacy the location of parks and other outdoor recreative 
areas which will be needed during the next twenty-five 
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to fifty years. This information does not attempt to speci- 
fy exact parcels of land which should be acquired, but the 
districts in which they should be located in order to pro- 
vide adequate recreative facilities for all the residential 
districts when wild lands and vacant lots, which are now 
used for play purposes, are absorbed in the general] de- 
velopment of the housing area. 

The unsatisfactory development toward which the bor- 
ders of Horn Pond Brook and the upper Aberjona River 
are tending has received careful study. At Horn Pond 
Brook it is evident that unless suitable streets are arranged 
along both sides of the valley to provide frontages for 
dwellings upon the high ground to receive the ends of 
. streets which now dead end at the wet ground, and at the 
same time to provide good circulation for vehicles through 
the valley, the development of an unsatisfactory slum dis- 
trict is to be expected. In other parts of the district 
similar conditions have created slums from which escape 
could be made only by the construction of the street sys- 
tem mentioned above. Fortunately at Horn Pond Brook, 
little stands in the way of the gradual development of use- 
ful streets of this kind. Studies I have made in consultation 
with your Board and with Mr. Hinds indicate that the 
characteristic arrangement of double roadways with an 
open stream course between these roadways, being the ar- 
rangement so frequently used elsewhere in the district 
under similar circumstances, can be applied without diffi- 
culty to the Horn Pond Brook valley. The ground condi- 
tions lend themselves to such an arrangement and the good 
of the Town requires it. The owners of property in and 
along the stream valley also require a plan of this kind in 
order to make the best use of their property. Aside from 
the increased value which might be expected from 
such an improvement the town would also gain a useful 
thoroughfare connecting Main Street with Arlington 
Avenue and with Cove Street, the latter leading to the 
Woburn parkway. 

Briefly, the most important data regarding existing con- 
ditions in the Town has been compiled. The plans for 
the future development of the Town have received much 
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study. Little remains for the completion of a general plan 
of the Town except the co-ordination of this material and 
the draughting of finished plans, which can be placed on 
record or published with your reports. A few weeks 
intensive work should put the material in shape for public 
consideration. Special stress should be laid upon the fact 
that information and suggestions received through the 
Questionnaire have been of much value in this work. 
During the coming year I shall be glad to co-operate with 
your Board to carry the plans to completion.

REPORT 


Of the Winchester Board of Health for the Year Ending 
December 31, 1923 


The general health of the Town during the past year has 
compared favorably with conditions during recent years. 
We have had relatively little serious sickness and have been 
comparatively free from diphtheria. There has been a cer- 
tain amount of scarlet fever most of the time during the 
past year but at no time has there been anything approach- 
ing an epidemic condition. It should be realized that scar- 
let fever, unlike diphtheria and certain other of the major 
contagious diseases, is a most difficult disease to eliminate 
as there still exists a great deal of uncertainty as to the 
exact manner in which the disease is transmitted, and so 
far no positive method of detecting the disease in its earlier 
stages has been discovered. When a case of diphtheria, for 
instance, occurs in the schools, cultures are taken from the 
nose and throat of all children in that room and any chil- 
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dren showing positive cultures are immediately isolated for 
observation. | 

Particular difficulty in preventing occasional cases of 
scarlet fever has arisen due to the fact that a large number 
of the cases have been of so mild a character as to render 
their diagnosis extremely difficult, so that in several in- 
stances other children were exposed before the consulting 
physician himself was able to identify the disease. 

The Board would again call to the Town’s attention, how- 
ever, that the effective work of your health officer in carry- 
ing out the system, which has been so thoroughly estab- 
lished, safeguards it to a large extent from danger of wide- 
spread epidemics. While the carrying out of the necessary 
regulations incident to this protection may often seem to 
impose a hardship upon the family affected, the Board 
trusts that the citizens as a whole will appreciate the neces- 
sity of the rigid enforcement of these regulations and under- 
stand fully the protection to the general community which 
such methods produce. 

Last year we called attention to the infant mortality rate 
of the town, namely 38 as against an average of 74 for the 
U. 8. For the year 1923 our rate is approximately 28 
which should again bring to Winchester the honor of hav- 
ing the lowest infant mortality in the country. 

During the past year the Board of Health and the Town 
of Winchester have suffered a very great loss through the 
resignation of Dr. Mott A. Cummings, whose health has 
necessitated his giving up his activities for the present and 
going away for a period of rest. Dr. Cummings has served 
the Town quietly, faithfully and efficiently on the Board of 
Health as he has the individual citizens for many years in 
his private practice. Although hampered by his physical 
condition he has at all times been ready and anxious to give 
of his time and skill in carrying out policies of the Board 
and in protecting the general health of the community. The 
remaining members of the Board wish to express their 
sincere appreciation of Dr. Cummings’ loyal services and 
call particular attention to the loss which his resignation 
means to the Town of Winchester. 

For some time past your Board has seen very clearly the 
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desirability of a close working arrangement between the 
various organizations interested in matters of public health 
in order that the most effective work should be accomplished 
at a minimum of expense either directly or indirectly to the 
Town. 

We are pleased to announce in the pursuance of this 
policy that the Winchester Visiting Nurse Association have 
closed their former offices and have established their head- 
quarters in connection with the Health Center in the Ran- 
dall Block. In further development of this plan, arrange- 
ments have been made to engage a health nurse whose 
salary will be paid jointly by the Board of Health and the 
Visiting Nurse Association. 

The experience of the last two years with a health nurse 
has demonstrated the desirability and value of such a nurse. 
It has, however, been very evident that to be most effective 
in a community like Winchester the health nurse should be 
doing a certain amount of bedside nursing. 

The Board has at all times wished to avoid unnecessary 
expense to the Town and it has felt that the value of the 
services of the health nurse could be obtained on a part time 
arrangement fully as well as by her devoting all her time 
to the work of the Board. 

In this connection the Board wishes to express its sincere 
appreciation of the efficient and valuable services which 
have been rendered by the Visiting Nurse Association dur- 
ing the period when the Board has been without the services 
of a health nurse. The Association has stood ready at all 
times to co-operate to the fullest extent and to handle effi- 
ciently the specific work which in the ordinary course would 
be taken care of by the health nurse. 

The Dental clinic has continued to function efficiently and 
satisfactorily, and has, we believe, firmly established itself 
as a desirable factor in the protection of the public health. 
A more detailed report of its activities is attached hereto. 

As in previous years, the local dentists have rendered the 
Town faithful and valuable service in inspection of the chil- 
dren both in the public and parochial schools. This work 
requires a considerable amount of time and trained intel- 
ligence and through the generosity of the local dentists the 
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Town receives the benefit of it at no expense to the citizens. 

The collection of garbage, which is under the direction of 
the Board of Health, has apparently been carried on with 
satisfaction to the majority of the citizens. The Town 
appropriated money at the last Town Meeting for the pur- 
chase of a Ford garbage truck, which has enabled the 
Department to conduct its work with greatly increased 
efficiency, enabling collection from points outside of the 
Town proper which could not be reached before, and per- 
mitting a more frequent collection in various parts of the 
Town where augmented service was desirable. The cost of 
operation has been so much less than that of horse drawn 
vehicles that the Board looks to the time eventually when 
all of its equipment will be motorized. 

We wish in this connection to again emphasize to the 
Town the distinction between money spent for the collec- 
tion of garbage and money spent in the actual protection 
of the public health. During the past year, for instance, 
the direct expenditures of the Board were $15,949.83 plus 
54,650.69 for contagious disease, a considerable part of 
which comes back to the reserve account of the town. Of 
this amount there was spent $8,837.31 in the collection of 
garbage. 

The collection of ashes, which is controlled by the Board 
of Health through its system of licensing carriers to use the 
public highways, has continued to afford general satisfac- 
tion. No private dumping is permitted except where the 
party requesting same is willing to provide the services of 
a man to properly handle the refuse without nuisance to the 
abutters and only then where all abutters signify their 
willingness to have such filling done. While this policy may 
sometimes seem unreasonable to parties affected, we believe 
on the whole the Town approves of this course as it pre- 
vents unsightly dumps and annoyance to the general neigh- 
borhood. | . 

Sewers have been extended with the development of the 
Town and all property owners abutting on such extensions 
have connected their property in according with regulations. 

New sewer construction is needed next year, which will 
probably cost in the neighborhood of $13,900. 
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Below is given an itemized statement of the expenditures 
of the Board for the year 1923 grouped into the various 
activities. | 

Your attention is called to the fact that through the effi- 
ciency of its employees the Board has been able to carry out 
the plan authorized at the last Town Meeting within the 
appropriations made and is turning back to the revenue 
account of the Town the sum of $579.27.

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REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER 


To the Board of Health, 
Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit a report of the work of the Health De- 
partment for the year 1928. 


During the past year there were 131 deaths and 18 still 
births. Estimating the population at 10,500 the death rate 
ism 2.30. 

There were 10 deaths of infants under one year of age 
and 366 births. In 1921 the U. S. census bureau estimated 
our infant mortality rate at 38 per 1000 the lowest in the 
United States. This year we have eclipsed that record for 
the rate has been lowered to 27 deaths per 1000. When the 
count is in we hope to again have the lowest infant mortal- 
ity rate in the country. 

The general health conditions of the town were normal 
and no serious epidemics appeared. There were 371 com- 
municable diseases reported during the past year while in 
1922 there were 211. | 

The health center has entered upon its third successful 
year. Its various activities proved indispensable to the 
citizens. The attendance of the baby clinic has been excel- 
lent. Dr. Simon volunteered his services. He has been 
ably assisted by Mrs. Gormley, and her assistants from the 
Visiting Nurse Association. This work has been supple- 
mented by pre-natal visits. Dr. Cunningham generously 
gave his services when Dr. Simon was absent. 

The Tuberculosis clinic has been at the service of the- 
people at all times but the attendance was not large. Dr. 
Cummings gave his services in assisting those who took 
advantage of the opportunity to be examined. 


DENTAL CLINIC 


A large number of patients have been treated at the clinic 
during the past year. The painstaking efforts of Dr. Ray- 
mond who is in charge of the clinic, have produced notice- 
ably good results. 

The dentists of the town have assisted in this work by 
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liberally giving their time to examine the teeth and mouths 
of the school children. 

The pre-school clinic was continued in July through the 
generosity of the Red Cross. Judging from the attendance 
records, it was an unmistakable success. The importance 
of this work cannot be overestimated as it often determines 
the condition of the teeth in after years. 

I recommend that an appropriation be made for this clinic 
in the coming year. 


SCARLET FEVER 

During the year there were in all 74 cases of Scarlet 
Fever. There were no deaths. Forty-four of these cases 
were reported during January, February, April, May, Octo- 
ber and November. There were 12 cases in January, the 
greatest number reported in a month. . 

While attempting to discover the source of these cases a 
series of 8 cases were found to have a common milk supply. 
Investigation revealed the fact that the bottles were im- 
properly sterilized. There were many cases in a nearby 
_ town where the same milk was supplied and it is probable 

that the milk bottle circulated to the different houses 
spreading the disease. There were no cases reported after 
the bottles were properly sterilized. 

It has been the policy of the Board to quarantine the con- 
tacts and keep them under surveillance for eight days. 

Prevention of the spread of Scarlet Fever is difficult-as 
the micro-organism has not been identified. Unrecognized 
mild cases may cause serious ones. Great difficulty is 
caused by foreigners who do not report to the schools and 
have a physician in only the most extreme cases. For the 
prevention of the disease it is necessary to isolate all un- 
recognized and untreated cases. The school nurse has 
rendered valuable assistance in this respect, by notifying 
the health officer of all suspected cases, a physician is then 
sent to the home and the case diagnosed. 

In this way many cases have been discovered that might 
have become carriers of the disease. 
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DIPHTHERIA 


Seventeen cases of diphtheria were reported and two 
carriers were discovered. There were no deaths. This is an 
average number of cases for a year. These cases were 
quickly quarantined and hospitalized when reported and all 
carriers of the disease were isolated and cultured. 

In February two mild cases were discovered by the visit- 
ing Nurse Association while making a maternity visit. 
They found the children ill with sore throats, the physician 
called, diagnosed the cases as diphtheria. It was fortunate 
that these were found as it is probable that as carriers they — 
might have caused more serious cases. 

A case of Diphtheria was reported early in December, 
cultures were taken of over 400 children in the school that 
the child attended. These cultures were sent to the state 
laboratory but only two were found positive. An examina- 
tion of these two children was made, but they were found 
to have no symptoms of the disease, nevertheless, they were 
quarantined as the cultures had proven them to be carriers. 

Contact with other children might result seriously. This 
work is of great importance in the | prevention of this 
disease. 


GARBAGE 


During the past year this department was able to provide 
for a more regular collection of garbage by the addition of 
a Ford Motor Truck to the equipment and the employment 
of an extra man. 

The truck made for this purpose has aided in the collec- 
tion of garbage of outlying districts. In the more populated 
sections it has been possible to comply with the demand for 
more frequent collections in the summer and fall. 

The practicability of the use of a truck in this work is 
obvious and the improved sanitary conditions have justified 
its purchase. 


ASHES 


Licensed ash collectors have attended to the collection 
with the same efficiency of previous years. Ashes, papers 
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and the waste matter has been taken to a central dump and 
disposed of with care. | 

The chief difficulty to be overcome was caused by house- 
holders and gardeners who in spite of all care persisted in 
breaking the town law by dumping waste matter on 
vacant lots throughout the town. The owners of these lots 
were required to clear away all rubbish and place a sign 
thereon. This was rather unfair to the land owner who 
was penalized for the carelessness of others. 

In the succeeding year the matter will be investigated 
and the offenders punished. 


FLIES 


Careful attention has been given to the extermination of 
flies and the control of their breeding. 

Supervision and regular inspection of stables and a sur- 
vey of all garbage cans constitute the chief preventive 
measures. 

The complete elimination of flies can only be secured by 
the employment of sanitary methods by every person in the 
community. 


| MILK 

Many improvements have been effected by the milk pro- 
ducer in the equipment and methods employed in its pro- 
duction. The progress is due to the acknowledgment of 
milk as an important factor in public health control. 

More care is being taken of the product through all stages 
of its production. This is essential as disease germs may be 
transmitted to the milk from unclean equipment. 

In the past year there was but one epidemic to be attrib- 
buted to the milk supply, a series of 8 cases of Scarlet 
Fever were reported, one after another and all with a com- 
mon milk supply. The inspector visited the dairy and dis- 
covered that the bottles were not being properly sterilized. 
It was found after investigation of one of the cases, that 
the patient had not had a doctor until 3 weeks after the 
appearance of the first symptoms. 

During this time it is probable that the milk bottles were 
contaminated, taken back to the dairy unproperly sterilized 
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and distributed to other houses when the remaining one 
developed. After the bottles were properly sterilized the 
epidemic subsided. 

Modern science has proved that disease germs can be 
practically eliminated from the milk by proper pasteur- 
ization. 

This is done by heating the product to 145° and keeping 
it there for 30 minutes. Raw milk is always dangerous 
in spite of the safeguard placed around it. 

Protection from T.B. may be effected by prohibiting 
the sale of milk that is not taken from tuberculin-tested 
cattle. 

The spirit of co-operation between the inspector and the 
dairymen has caused an improvement of conditions in all 
dairies. 

Both are working for the cleanest and best milk possible. 

In the past year one Milk Dealer was haled into court 
for adding water to the milk, was found guilty and sen- 
tenced to pay a fine of Fifty dollars ($50.00). 


MILK CHART—YEARLY AVERAGE 

By averaging the monthly charts during the past year, 
the following result is obtained. Since data as to the prod- 
uct of several dealers has not appeared in each of said 
charts, because of their not having been in business here 
during the full period, an extra column is provided show- 
ing the number of samples taken and analyzed. 

The bacteria count in this chart gives the number of bac- 
teria found in one C.C. taken from the center of the sample 
after it has been well shaken. It should be remembered 
that another C.C. taken from the same sample might give 
a somewhat different count, but the difference would rarely, 
if ever, exceed ten per cent,

Increased efforts the past year have brought us new 
achievements towards preventing loss of deciduous or first 
teeth of our elementary school children. 

Our extractions for the past year have been cut in half. 
The Clinic has now become an institution in the town. The 
teachers show great anxiety to have their rooms 100% 
mouths, and the little ones express desire to have their teeth 
cared for. 

The Red Cross again helped to finance the Summer Clinic 
for the pre-school children which is run one month during 
the summer.

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REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 


Last spring the tent caterpillars were prevalent all over 
this section of the country and did much damage to apple 
trees and wild cherries. For several weeks they made the 
countryside very unsightly, and certainly were a nuisance 
as well as a considerable expense in the work of spray- 
ing. I believe if the wild cherry bushes could be cut out 
and burned during the fall and winter, each spring season 
would see a great improvement in the situation. The 
work would pay well, because in many places there would 
be nothing left for the worms to feed upon and they would 
soon disappear. 

The Gypsy and Brown Tail Moths are steadily growing 
less in numbers. Regular attention each year will undoubt- 
edly keep them always under control. The Tree Depart- 
ment is called upon to spray many private estates all over 
town, but we do not attempt this work unless we have 
orders from the owners. If we could have all orders in by 
June first, the work could be taken by sections, in regular 
order, and much travel and time saved. The spraying 
season is short at best. 

Fifty-six maple trees were set in the spring. 

There are several streets where trees are needed and 
where they should be planted if possible this year. It is 
much better to place all trees on the adjoining property 
rather than on the sidewalk border. They grow faster’, 
are safe from snow plows, motor vehicles, and wires, and 
shade the walks just as well. It will require about two 
hundred and fifty trees to fill all the spaces ready for them. 

Our large power sprayer has been in use thirteen years 
and was nearly worn out. In the fall I had it rebuilt so 
that it is now just as good as a new machine and better 
than the old one ever was at its best. I had this work 
done in the fall as it could be done quicker and better than 
during the rush of spring, when the shops are crowded. 

All tools and equipment are in good order.

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REPORT OF PARK COMMISSIONERS 


The work of the Park Department has been increased 
considerably this past year, because of the opening up of 
the playground on Palmer Street. | 

Four double tennis courts were constructed at the south- 
erly end of the playground. These have proven very popu- 
lar for both adults and children, and were continuously in 
use during the summer. 

A large part of the playground apparatus on Manchester 
Field was moved to Palmer Street, and erected in about the 
center of the plot. A large sand box was constructed with 
an awning and was much appreciated by the little chil- 
dren. The instructors who had previously worked at Man- 
chester Field put in all their time and activities at Palmer 
Street, and the attendance at this playground has been 
greater than that of Manchester Field during the previous 
year. 

The bathing beach was used considerably and proved its 
desirability to both young and old. Manchester Field was 
only used for Baseball, Football and Girls’ Hockey, and, 
we believe, should be kept for these major sports. 

Leonard Field proved as popular as last season and was 
used by the children during the daytime, and by older boys 
for baseball in the evening. We recommend that tennis 
courts be constructed at this field next season as the de- 
mand is considerable, and Palmer Street is too far away 
from this section. This can be done with a small expense 
and would be useful to all ages. 

A new back stop has been erected on Manchester Field 
to replace the old one which had become dangerous. There 
is a great need of a grand stand at this field, and the Board 
hopes the Town will soon see its way clear to construct 
same with suitable dressing rooms and toilets. 

The work of filling Judkin’s Pond has progressed satis- 
factorily and the Town will soon have to adopt some per- 
manent plan of this area. The old temporary wooden 
bridges should be replaced this year as they are getting 
to be unsafe and dangerous to the heavy travel which 
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continuously goes over them. We are recommending these 
bridges be replaced with similar structure as heretofore, 
believing the Town is not yet ready to replace them with 
concrete. 

Numerous new garden plots have been added and it has 
been the policy of the Board to put these gardens into all 
new grass plots as fast as possible. They add considerable 
to the beauty of the grass plots and bring much favorable 
comment. Last winter we attempted to flood Manchester 
Field for skating, but our efforts were frustrated by the 
large amount of snow. This year we are putting our 
efforts into a skating area on the new Tennis courts on 
Palmer Street, and hope to see this place become useful 
for that sport during the cold weather. 

There is getting to be quite a demand for a Park in the 
Cutter Village district, and this Board feels the demand is 
justifiable. After we have carefully looked over all avail- 
able plots, we shall make a report to the Town and trust 
this needed addition to our Park System will be required. 

Our manual force was the same last year as the previous 
year, but next summer we shall need one more man for the 
summer months as the area to take care of has been in- 
creased considerably. 

The Board had a Christmas Tree constructed and main- 
tained on the Common during the Christmas holidays. We 
believe this has proved a popular attraction, and should 
be continued each year.

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REPORT OF THE 
TRUSTEES OF THE WINCHESTER 
PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Twenty-four citizens of the town have presented the li- 
brary with books, also pictures, periodicals, photographs 
and art portfolios have been received from five others. The 
flowers that have been received have added much to the 
attractiveness of the library and to the pleasure of the 
librarians. The trustees desire to express the thanks of 
the town for these gifts. 

Again during the past year there has been a falling off 
in the circulation of books and magazines both in the adult 
and juvenile departments as compared to 1922. The falling 
off is due in the adult department largely to the feeling in 
the town that the supply of books is meagre and inadequate. 
In the juvenile department the falling off is largely due to 
the fact that a great proportion of the books are unattrac- 
tive, and the new books are noticeably fewer in number as 
compared with the supply that libraries in surrounding 
towns like Stoneham, Reading and Wakefield are offering 
their children. 

During the year 1924 the trustees wish, among other 
plans for progress: 


“A” to furnish more and better books for the children’s 
department. 

“B” to supply more works in the adult department, par- 
ticularly in the line of pedagogics,—we find that other 
towns furnish better facilities in this respect for their 
teachers than does Winchester. | 

“C” to co-operate with the schools, particularly the High 
School, in greater measure even than heretofore, in fur- 
nishing standard works of literature for scholars, espe- 
pecially for the “High School Reading Course.” 


In 1923 it was found necessary to increase the compensa- 
tion of the assistant librarians; as no allowance had been 
granted the library for this contingency, the money was 
taken from the fund originally designed for books. 

The plans for improving the library, the increased cost 
of administration, together with the present high cost of 
books which shows no tendency towards diminishing, cause 
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the trustees to recommend an increase in the appropriation 
over that granted last year. 

The trustees, therefore, recommend that the town appro- 
priate the sum of $6,630 for the support of the library dur- 
ing the coming year of 1924.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


To the Trustees of the Winchester Public Library, 
Gentlemen: 


Someone has said, “One of the most delightful ways to 
go to far countries, to feel the contacts of strange peoples 
and their civilizations, to achieve mental and emotional] en- 
largement and deepening—is to travel by way of books, to 
go on ‘paper wings’ as Frederick O’Brien has expressed it.’ 

Many and varied are the opportunities of the reader this 
year who sits in his easy chair and travels with Powell “By 
camel and car to the Peacock throne,” views with Nutting 
“Vermont, New Hampshire and Massachusetts the beauti- 
ful,” takes ‘Casual wanderings in Ecuador” with Niles, or 
in “Egypt old and new” with Martin, not to forget ““Tutah- 
kamen” by Smith or the “Life and times of Tutankh-amen” 
by Bishara Nahas, a subject of so much interest just now. 

Our antique collectors greatly enjoyed “Furniture Mas- 
terpieces” by Duncan Phyfe, “Bric-a-brac collector,” ‘“Colo- 
nial lighting,” ‘“Pewter,” “Glass,” and “Earthenware,” also 
Mary Northend’s “Small house.” 

For the serious minded, “‘Haldane’s “Reign of relativity,” 
Robinson’s “Mind in the making,” Drucker’s “Children 
astray,” Papini’s “Life of Christ,’ Stanley Hall’s “Con- 
fessions of a psychologist,’ Buchan’s “History of the Great 
War,” or “Life of the scorpion” by Fabre. 

For those interested in sports, ‘‘My thirty years of base- 
ball” by McGraw and ‘“Ski-runner” by Richardson. “My 
experiences at Scotland Yard” proved more interesting than 
an exciting detective story. 

Our manners need not be neglected if we follow “The Log 
Cabin Lady” or Emily Post’s “Etiquette.” 

For several years biography seems to have been the most 
popular of all, this year is no exception. Washburn’s 
“President Coolidge, his first biography,” and a later one 
by Whiting. ‘My garden of memory,’ Kate Douglas 
Wiggin; “Farrington’s Diary’; “Things remembered,” 
Arthur S. Hardy; ‘“‘From immigrant to inventor,” Pupin; 
“Outlaw’s diary,’’ Cecile Tournay, ‘“‘Indiscretions of Lady 
Susan,” and others find many readers. 
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Cooperation with the Schools: Books have been loaned to 
the history teacher at the High School in monthly instal- 
ments. | 

Books have been reserved at the library when requested 
by any of the teachers for the use of their pupils. 

A large collection of books, selected from the High School 
Required Reading List is arranged in two bookcases, as has 
been our custom for some years, for the use of the High 
School pupils. Over two hundred dollars has been ex- 
pended to comply with the new list. 

We sometimes receive a sudden demand to supply the 
entire school with books or articles on Harding, or some 
subject contained in five sources, or to find the name of a 
Spanish bandit, who was the hero in a French opera and 
novel. It is not always possible to supply a book on the 
“Gentleman’s Agreement” or “The three mile limit,” but we 
do the best we can to answer and help all pupils needing 
assistance. 

For College Students: A small group of books were re- 
served at the request of Professor Andrews of Tufts Col- 
lege for students taking a special course there, who reside 
in Winchester. Various other students have been accommo- 
dated in a like manner. 

Children’s Book Week (Nov. 11-17): We started our 
drive to again make Winchester the banner town in the 
State Reading Contest. During that week and the one fol- 
lowing, eight hundred and fifty-five (855) certificates were 
issued. Seven hundred and twenty-two (722) Five Book 
Certificates, and one hundred and thirty-three (1338) 
Twenty Book or Honor Certificates. 

The greatest event of all was the awarding on Saturday 
afternoon of the Honor Certificates by Mr. George H. 
Eustis, chairman of the Trustees. 

An interesting group of children of various nationalities 
gathered, Americans, Italians, Jews, Greeks, and one 
Chinese. . 

It is certainly a cause for congratulation to find that Win- 
chester was able to accomplish more in two weeks than any 
other city or town could in eight months. Word has come 
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from The Free Public Library Commission that Winchester 
is for the second time the banner town of Massachusetts 
and has gone way over the top by a large per cent. 

Library Activities and Interests: The first of the year 
an appeal was received from the “National Committee of 
the United States for the Restoration of the University of 
Louvain.” The Trustees and Library Staff responded with 
a personal contribution. 

Early in April a drive was made for books for the men on 
the Merchant Ships. Our generous citizens responded and 
we packed 452 books and sent them to the American Mer- 
chant Marine Library Association. 

Our annual Gardening exhibit of books and seed and bulb 
catalogs was held in April as usual. 

May-June-July-August; Collections of Biography and 
Travel. | 

In August at the time of President Harding’s death, pic- 
tures of Warren G. Harding were displayed on every bulle- — 
tin board, and later pictures of President Coolidge. 

September: Parkman Centenary. Exhibition of Park- 
man set. Also, President Eliot’s Five Foot Bookshelf. 

October: Received a request to serve the twenty-one 
teachers taking a course with Professor Rogers with sup- 
plementary reading. This library possessed only one book 
on the list; lack of money prevented purchasing others. 

November: Children’s Book Week dominated all activi- 
ties. 

December: Work of the Library was very much ham- 
pered by the irregularity of heat. We were obliged to close 
December 26th because the thermometer was only 55°.

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REPORT OF THE 
CEMETERY COMMISSIONERS 


The Cemetery Commissioners present the following re- 
port: 


In addition to our regular work we have laid six new 
lots on Yarrow Avenue, two on Chapel Avenue, two on 
Granite Avenue, two on Hillside Avenue, four on Honey- 
suckle Path, four on Orion Path, and have graded all of 
them. We have regraded and seeded seven of the older 
lots in perpetual care. We have laid ten large and twelve 
small foundations. This work has been done by our own 
force. | 

We have set out fifty maple trees and fifteen hundred 
small pine and spruce trees, all of which are doing well. We 
have laid twenty-five loads of gravel on Highland Avenue, 
and twenty-four hundred gallons of Tarvia B, and one hun- 
dred gallons of oil have been applied to roads and side hill 
walks with exceptionally good results. 

The two summer houses and all signs and settees have 
been repaired and painted. The Tree Warden has been 
several weeks trimming and cutting dead trees and branches 
and removing, to a great extent, the traces of the ice storm. 
_ The question of Reforestation is one which the Cemetery 
Commissioners must take up at once, as the old trees are in 
bad shape and we should be replacing them by younger 
growth.

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REPORT OF THE 
SCHOOLHOUSE BUILDING COMMITTEE 


The report of the Schoolhouse Building Committee for 
the year 1922 was written the latter part of December of 
that year and covered the operations of the Committee at 
that time. — 

This was supplemented just before the annual meeting 
in March by a further report regarding the location of the 
Chapin School, and as a result of the recommendation pre- 
- sented to the Town at the annual meeting, the Board of 
Selectmen acquired the so-called Holton property on West- 
ley Street. 

At that time a contract had been let for the building of 
the Wyman School and work was already under way. The 
building has practically been completed on schedule time, 
and turned over to the School Committee for occupancy 
at the beginning of the term, January 2nd. 

Plans were also being prepared for the Rumford School, 
and it was hoped that it would be possible to sign a con- 
tract for its erection early in the spring. It was found, 
however, after advertising for bids, that the lowest figure 
obtainable was considerably in excess of the funds avail- 
able for the erection of this building, and the bids therefore 
were all rejected and the plans returned to the architect 
for further study. Mr. F. C. Alexander, who had been the 
lowest approved bidder, was called into consultation, and 
after re-arrangement and modification of the plans, a con- 
tract was entered into with Mr. Alexander on October 8, 
1923, for the erection of the new Rumford School, at a 
figure but slightly in excess of the sum designed for this 
building. Work was begun at once, and with the help of 
very favorable weather the foundation has been built, so 
that while it may not be possible to continue operations 
through the winter, such a start has been made that the 
work will progress rapidly at the opening of spring, and 
the building should be ready for occupancy at the begin- 
ning of the school term in September. The plans follow 
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closely the suggestions of the School Planning Committee, 
and call for class rooms for six grades, Kindergartern, 
auditorium, teachers’ and principal’s room, toilets and 
shower baths. 

Immediately after acquiring the Holton property, such 
revision aS was necessary was made in the Chapin plans 
by the architects, Messrs. Ritchie, Parsons & Taylor, and 
public advertisement was made for bids. After slight 
modifications to bring the cost within the funds available, 
a contract was signed on October 8, 1923, with Messrs. 
Leighton & Mitchell, and rapid progress has been made 
in the construction. The Holton drain has been piped and 
covered, and such preliminary grading as has been possible ~ 
_ has been carried on. It is the intention of the Committee 
to lower still more the back part of the Holton lot, bring- 
ing the grade of the entire school property to practically 
that of Westley Street. 

It is hoped that this building will also be ready for occu- 
pancy next September. The plans call for a building in the 
Northern Italian style of architecture, to contain kinder- 
garten, two progress classes, and eight standard class 
rooms, an auditorium seating about four hundred, teachers’, 
rincipal’s and nurses’ rooms, with toilets and shower baths; 
also a room for evening school and Americanization work. 
A liberal portion of the $25,000 saved by the purchase of 
the Holton lot has been allotted to this building, the re- 
mainder being distributed between the Wyman and Rum- 
ford Buildings. 

A contract has been made with Messrs. Ritchie, Parsons 
& Taylor, and plans prepared by them for the Mystic School 
to be located on the corner of Madison Avenue and Main 
Street. Here again, it was found upon advertising for bids, 
that owing to the increase in building costs that it would be 
_ difficult to construct and furnish a building which would 
conform to the original requirements of the School Planning 
Committee within the $90,000 allotted in their report, and 
although certain revisions have been made in the plans, it 
has not been found possible to reduce the cost materially. 

In our annual report last year we stated that if it was 
found later on that it was not possible to put up attractive 
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school buildings which would meet the requirements of the 
districts for the sums allotted to the districts, that we must 
in all fairness to the town, report back to the town for 
authority to exceed the appropriation before proceeding 
with the work. The matter was therefore presented to the 
Board of Selectmen and the Finance Committee, and with 
their advice and approval a special town meeting has been 
called for January 14th, at which time the sum of $15,000 
extra will be requested. 

Mr. F. C. Alexander, the low bidder on the Mystic plans, 
has agreed to keep his bid open for thirty days, and the sub- 
contractors have made a similar agreement. The sum 
which has been asked for will enable the Committee to sign 
contracts at once for the erection of the Mystic School, and 
will also provide $7,000 or $8,000 to cover such items as are 
likely to arise before all the buildings are completed. It 
will also be possible to erect at once a portion of the fences 
which are necessary in connection with some of the school 
playgrounds. 

It is expected that the 1st of January, 1925, will see all 
of the buildings completed and occupied, and that the Build- 
ing Committee will be able to present its final report in more 
extended detail.

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REPORT OF THE WINCHESTER SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE FOR THE YEAR 1923 


To the Citizens of Winchester: 


After the close of the schools last June, Mr. John R. 
Fausey, our Superintendent for five years, resigned: to 
accept a similar position at West Springfield. 


To fill the vacancy thus created, the Committee elected 
Mr. James J. Quinn, of Turners Falls, who took up his 
duties as Superintendent of the Winchester schools early 
in November. 


The completion of the new Wyman School—and its oc- 
cupancy by the children immediately after the close of the 
Christmas recess is an event of more than usual im- 
portance. 


The old Wyman building had become so greatly over- 
crowded that each teacher had many more pupils than she 
could efficiently handle, so that the opening of the new 
and much larger school solved a problem which has sorely 
tried the Committee. It has been a pleasure to observe the 
reaction of the children to the new building. Children 
appreciate just as much as do their elders light, airy, well- 
ventilated rooms with ample space. 


It will be beneficial in every way to the children of other 
districts when the new school buildings planned for those 
districts are ready. 


Three major problems having to do with buildings now 
confront us: 

First: The High School. 

Second: The Wadleigh School. 

Third: The office of the Superintendent. 

The High School is not well adapted to take care of as 
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many pupils as it now has. The difficulty is not merely 
that there is insufficient class room space, but that the 
locker rooms, both for boys and girls, and the lunch room 
are hopelessly inadequate. Placed as they are in the base- 
ment, they can by no possibility be enlarged; and the con- 
gested condition resulting from their use by more pupils 
than they can comfortably, not to say decently, accommo- 
date results in impaired morale and unhygienic conditions. 


Half of the school lunches at one hour and the other half 
later, but even so, the children have only benches to sit 
upon, without tables or supports of any kind upon which 
to set their plates while eating. The results of a picnic 
lunch continued day after day, often necessarily eaten 
while standing, cannot be beneficial to the health of the 
pupils. 


The Wadleigh School has now nearly reached its ca- 
pacity. Its chief defect is the lack of an Assembly Hall, 
or, indeed, any room large enough to hold all the pupils 
at one time. The importance of an Assembly Hall, where 
all the children can be gathered together, for singing, 
speaking, and other purposes requiring the presence of all 
the children cannot be over-emphasized. Inasmuch as the 
Wadleigh takes care of all seventh and eighth grade chil- 
dren, and as the Town is growing year by year, it will not 
be long before the building will be outgrown. 


It is the proper time now to look ahead, for in another 
half decade, the Wadleigh will, we confidently predict, be 
seriously overcrowded. 


When the new Rumford and Lincoln Schools are opened 
next Fall, the use of the Prince School will cease except for 
the Superintendent’s Office. The building is old, expensive 
to heat, and much too large for use by the Superintendent 
alone. It will not be economical to continue his office 
there—and yet, the Superintendent must have an office. 


In considering the problem thus raised, one other fact 
may be advantageously considered. We refer to conditions 
at the Town Hall, where the Library is woefully cramped 
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for room, and the Town officials likewise are furnished 
inadequate accommodation. 


It is suggested that the Wadleigh building be used for 
the Library, and for offices both for Town officials and the 
Superintendent of School; that either a new school building 
be erected upon some available site or the triangular piece 
of land adjacent on the south to the High School be ac- 
quired and an addition to the High School be there built, 
to take care of the seventh and eighth grades and the 


freshman class of the High School. If this suggestion 
should be adopted, it would at one stroke solve four prob- 
lems—the High School problem, the Wadleigh School prob- 
lem, the Library and Town Hall problem, and the problem 
of the location of the Superintendent’s office. 


We earnestly invite the attention of our citizens to the 
consideration of this suggestion as a solution of problems 
which must soon be met. 


The School Committee records with sorrow the death 
of Dr. Ralph Putnam, who for many years served faith- 
fully and skillfully as school physician. His interest in the 
physical wellbeing of the children was unselfish and spon- 
taneous. It is no more than the truth to say that he vir- 
tually gave his services for the public good, as the com- 
pensation paid to him was nominal.

REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 
To the Superintendent of Schools: 


At your request I am making a report upon the Winches- 
ter High School covering the period from September, 1922, 
to date. 

Aim 

The standards which have guided the administration of 
the Winchester High School in carrying out its several func- 
tions are the Cardinal Principles of Secondary Education 
set forth by a committee of the National Education Asso- 
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ciation. There are seven of these objectives or principles 
which we have accepted in the conduct of the school. Briefly 
they are as follows: 


Health 

Command of Fundamental Processes 
Worthy Home Membership 

Vocation 

Civic Education 

Worthy Use of Leisure 

Ethical Character.

Enrolment 

In September, 1922, the total enrolment of the school was 
487. At the opening of school in September 1923 we found 
that of this 487, 64 had graduated, 20 had moved from town, 
60 had left because of attaining working age or because of 
jill health, and 40 had left to attend other schools. On Sep- 
tember 5, 1923, our total enrolment was 4383. With this 
number the school is comfortably filled and the faculty is 
fairly adequate for the enrolment. While it is impossible 
to forecast with exactness the membership of the school for 
the year 1924-1925, from the data at hand in all probability 
the school will equal the enrolment of the year 1922-1923. 


Supervised Study 

During the period of incumbency of the present adminis- 
tration the school has been reorganized. Probably the most 
striking change to those who are without the school has 
been the introduction of supervised or directed study. 
Throughout the year 1922-23 the school was conducted 
under a six period plan. Five of these periods were forty- 
two minutes in length and one sixty minutes. In the pres- 
ent year the number of periods has been reduced from six 
to five, each period being sixty minutes in length. This 
necessitated the lengthening of the school day twenty-eight 
minutes. The time between classes for the purpose of re- 
laxation was increased from three minutes to five minutes. 

The sixty minute period is divided into two parts. The 
first forty minutes are used for recitation and assignment 
and the last twenty for supervised or directed study. Under 
this method of classroom procedure, the teacher has the 
opportunity of coming into individual contact with the pupil 
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and of rendering constructive assistance. While we do not 
claim with such a short period that a pupil can finish in 
school the task set for him, we do feel that he can at least 
get a good start. For the average pupil the understanding 
and the accomplishment of the assignment should be ren- 
dered less difficult than under the scheme of 1922-23 by 
which, to a large extent, there was no time for teacher 
supervision. . 


Library 

At the beginning of the year 1922-23, by placing the 
library in charge of a teacher who has been able to give 
part of her time to its direction, we have greatly increased 
its value to both teachers and students. The librarian gives 
the following report in regard to it. 

“The library has increased in usefulness since it was 
placed in charge of a teacher who gives part time to library 
work. The pupils use it constantly. For example, during 
the month of November over a thousand passes were issued 
for reference work in the library, and over four-hundred 
books and magazines were lent for over-night study. 

“Through the Parkhurst Fund and occasional other gifts, 
some new books are added every year. However, there is 
need for many more. For example, a good collection of 
books suitable for home reading for younger students would 
be very valuable. The Atlantic Monthly should be added 
to our list of magazines. 

“The library is not well enough equipped. There are not 
enough chairs. A filing-cabinet would make possible a line 
of library work which can not now be carried on. 

“The library is of distinct value to students in assisting 
them to secure information, in teaching them the use of 
books, and in directing them to worth-while reading. In 
these ways it richly repays any wise expenditure for its 
development.” 


Lunch Cannicr 


At the beginning of the year 1922-23 the organization of 
the school was such that we were forced to send all of the 
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pupils to lunch at the same time. However, the congestion 
became so acute that we divided the school into two sections 
for luncheon purposes. Daily, in a little over an hour, the 
High School in its lunch room serves more than five hun- 
dred persons. This includes the enrolment of the High 
School, some pupils from the Wadleigh and grade schools, 
the faculty of the High School, and some of the teachers 
from the Wadleigh and grade schools. The gross receipts 
for the year 1922-23 were $10,230.67, this, a business which 
is conducted without profit to the school. 

At the present time there are the following needs of the 
lunch counter. The supervising teacher should be relieved 
so that she may spend a larger amount of time in the lunch 
room. There is need for increased space for storage. In 
fact the lunch counter has entirely outgrown its quarters 
and at best we are much crowded.

The High School is in good standing with the colleges and 
universities of the country.

Therefore all but 6 out of the 61 failures to reach 60% 
were to be anticipated. 


In preparation for these examinations each pupil has a 
personal conference with the principal and early in the year 
special classes are instituted in order to review the subjects 
in which the students are to take examinations. The school 
in general does not feel that a pupil is a good risk for a Col- 
lege Entrance Board examination unless he has received in 
the subject in which he is to take this examination, at least 
80%. Most of the colleges which require examination for 
entrance admit on the basis of 60%. However, there are 
some which accept a 50% grade. The statistics speak for 
themselves. 


Commercial Preparation 
Few of the citizens of Winchester realize the extent to 

which the commercial education given in the High School 
has developed and improved.. The Commercial Department 
endeavors to educate its students in such a way that when 
they go directly from the High School to the business world, 
they are equipped to fit harmoniously into business organi- 
zations. ‘The attempt seems to be meeting with consider- 
able success as is shown from the following list of place- 
ments made by the department during the last two years.

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In order that the Winchester High School may continue 
to function as a democratic institution, more attention 
should be given to the further development of this growing 
department. | 

Domestic Science 

The one department in the school which needs the special 
encouragement and aid of those who have it in their power 
to give, is the Domestic Science Department. Every wise 
parent and forward looking educator must realize that for 
the success of the daughter in future domestic relations, . 
there is a very serious need of scientific training in those 
duties which pertain to the care and management of the 
home. Because of the conservatism of some of our higher 
institutions for the education of women, at the present time 
the young woman who is preparing for college is denied this 
opportunity. 

Winchester High School is fairly well equipped to give 
this type of education but as a whole the community is not 
availing itself of the opportunities which are offered. 

The aim of our cooking courses is to enable a girl to plan, 
prepare and serve a well balanced meal. The aim of the 
sewing courses is to enable a girl to make her own ward- 
robe and articles used in the home. She is also taught to 
renovate garments. In this particular course we are in 
need of larger quarters and more equipment. In the house- 
hold arts course hygiene, budgeting, and the planning and 
furnishing of a home is offered to the young woman. 


School Finances and Supplies 

At the beginning of the school year 1922-23, the care of 
supplies and the finances of the school were placed in charge 
of the Principal Emeritus. This change in regard to the 
finances meant the consolidation of some twelve different 
bank accounts and the establishing of a bookkeeping sys- 
tem which places the school upon a sound business basis. 

As a pioneer in this field the Principal Emeritus has 
shown remarkable zeal and has effected very desirable 
results. Through his office during the year 1922-23 passed 
$14,588, which may be termed in one sense of the word, the 
internal finances of the school, i.e., money not appropriated 


— 
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by the town. The accounts have been approved by an 
accredited auditor of the State of Massachusetts. 

Under the direction of the Principal Emeritus also for 
the first time in fourteen years a thorough inventory of the 
books in the school has been made, and a most economic dis- 
tribution of supplies effected. Citizens of Winchester 
should feel highly gratified at the success of Mr. Edwin N. 
Lovering in ‘his organization of this department. 3 


Equipment 

Many people have remarked upon the external beauty of 
the High School building. Indeed its landscaping and set- 
ting render it picturesque. Would that the interior and its 
equipment were equal in quality and appearance to the 
exterior. 

To those who know what the upkeep of a school building 
means, the interior of the High School presents a rather 
dilapidated appearance. Many of the walls and ceilings 
need refinishing. Most of the furniture with the exception 
of a small amount recently installed is in an extremely run 
down condition. Much of it is not worth repairing. The 
floors in some of the rooms are badly warped and are noisy 
when walked upon. Much of the wood work needs refinish- 
ing. It is not a question of what shall be repaired to put 
the building in proper shape, but rather where shall the 
reconditioning be started. There must be a large amount 
of money spent over a period of time in keeping with a 
definite program to bring the interior to what it should 
be. The production of good citizens requires a well kept 
modern environment. 


Extra Curricular Activities 

The extra curricular activities of the modern high school 
are many and varied. There is space in this report only to 
touch upon those which are most important. 

The Recorder, the High School paper, has been radically 
changed in character and now stands unique in its position 
among high school papers. It is a compromise between the 
old fashioned literary high school paper and the newest 
type, the high school newspaper. We are endeavoring to 
develop the Recorder into a house organ. Due largely to 
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the inspiration of Mr. Thomas Dreier, this change has been 
brought about. We are striving to make it a paper which 
functions very definitely in the life of the school. This may 
be gleaned from the aim as set forth by the students. It 
is as follows: The purpose of this paper is to present the 
thought of the student body, to increase the spirit of team 
play, to promote understanding between teacher and pupil, 
and in all ways to aid in the development of good school 
citizens. The community can assist the Recorder materi- 
ally through subscriptions and advertisements. 

The Student Council of the High School has been re- 
organized with the idea of making it representative of the 
leadership of the school. The great difficulty with stu- 
dent government of all kinds is that it fails, as democracy 
often fails, to be represented by those who are well quali- 
fied for leadship. Therefore, at the present time the cap- 
tains and presidents of all organizations automatically 
‘make up the Student Council together with three teachers 
appointed by the principal. In this way we hope to get at 
least a large percentage of the real leaders in the school. 
An idea of the work which the Student Council performs 
in the school can be best appreciated from the statement of 
its aim. It is as follows: The purpose of this Student 
Council shall be to bring about a closer co-operation of the 
pupils with the faculty, to promote a school-spirit and to 
strengthen civic responsibility within the school commu- 
nity. 

The Dramatic Association is a small and enthusiastic 
body. Within the last year and a half it has given some 
very creditable performances, a Dunsany program in which 
“The Lost Silk Hat’? was enacted, the translation and pro- 
duction of “La Voyage de M. Perrichon,” and scenes from 
“Twelfth Night.” The Dramatic Association is somewhat 
handicapped because of the fact that naturally its endeavors 
should lead up to a large production as an objective; but 
this objective is really taken out of its hands because of a 
tradition established in the school which calls for the elab- 
orate production of a play by the junior and senior classes, 
the proceeds of which go to defray the expenses of gradua- 
tion programs. The High School in an endeavor not to 
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wear out its welcome with the community aims to cut to a 

minimum its request for support through attendance at pro- 

grams prepared for the public. 

The Student Traffic Organization has general charge of 
the direction of traffic during school hours and renders a 

great assistance to the teachers. 


The Orchestra and Glee Club render very valuable assist- 
ance in many of the programs of the school. 

The Junior Red Cross has grown from a small organiza- 
tion and at the present time has enrolled a membership of 
238. This is distinctly an organization for service and has 
acquitted itself creditably. 

During the year 1922-23 there were two separate ath- 
letic associations in the school, one for boys and one for 
girls. At the beginning of the year 1923-24 the two asso- 
ciations were joined into one known as The Winchester 
High School Athletic Association. The members of this 
association agree to pay twenty-five cents per month for ten 
school months of the year in return for which they receive 
a season ticket to all home games. At the present time, out 
of a school of 433, we have a membership in the Athletic 
Association of 321, which means that the school itself will 
support athletics approximately to the amount of $800. 
This is not enough to finance all the athletic teams of 
the school. While at present the finances of the organiza- 
tion and of athletics in general are in good condition, the 
continuance of this condition is in jeopardy because of the 
fact that we do not have a closed field and the amount 
collected through the sale of tickets at the games varies 
with the mood of those who attend. Therefore, to put 
athletics on a sound basis, an appropriation should be 
received from the Town which would underwrite any de- 
ficiency which might be brought. about through the execu- 
tion of a reasonable athletic program. 


Parent-Teacher Association 
In the fall of 1922, in answer to a petition from the 
parents, a High School Parent-Teacher Association was 
organized. Its membership in the school year 1922-23 
numbered 938. At the present writing of this report, the 
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membership for the year is not yet complete, but with 
fair accuracy we can predict a membership of about 150. 
This organization has had a remarkably healthy growth. 
Its finances are in the best of condition, and the aim of 
the organization as stated in its constitution is as follows: 
The purpose of this Association shall be to bring the home 
and school together in the interest of the student, that par- 
ents and teachers may cooperate more intelligently. 

The membership is open to all in the community who 
are interested in the High School. Every parent who has 
a child in the institution should not consider that he is 
doing his “bit’’ by his child, the school and community 
until he becomes an active member of the High School 
Parent-Teacher Association. 

Conclusion — 

At the present time Winchester High School, as far as 
the mechanics of organization are concerned, is functioning 
in a very satisfactory manner. The work which lies 
before the administration is of a type which will take 
two or three years to accomplish, the improvement of 
teachers in service, and the beginning of a continuous self- 
imposed survey in which one of the chief matters for con- 
sideration should be the modification of the program of 
study for the purpose of developing aims content and 
method, in order that the school may be kept in the van- 
guard of educational progress. Winchester is fortunate 
in having a high school in which the student body is of 
high caliber and the faculty well equipped for its work. 
This combination furnishes exceptional opportunity for 
progressive endeavor. 

The citizens, however, can help very materially in the 
matter of high school betterment by realizing that in the 
last quarter of a century education has developed into a 
science. The educator of today is nearly upon the same 
basis professionally as the doctor and the lawyer. ‘The 
citizens should so consider him and in doing this, allow him 
an unhampered and free hand in the administration of 
the institution.

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REPORT OF THE WADLEIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 
To the Superintendent of Schools: 


English, mathematics, geography and history are the 
subjects of major importance in the seventh grade of the 
Wadleigh: school. In the eighth grade General Science is 
added to the list. Every pupil in the Wadleigh is required 
to spend the same amount of time on these subjects. They 
are practically what our fathers called the three R’s,—we 
stress them because they form the backbone of anyone’s 
education. 

In addition to the above required subjects pupils may 
choose between three periods of French a week, three 
periods of Latin, and three periods of Practical Arts. These 
subjects are vitally gota also as will be seen from 
the following: 

Those children planning to enter finishing schools, nor- 
mal schools, colleges or technical schools through Latin 
or French are afforded an opportunity to acquire from 
excellent teachers an early start toward their objective. 
They may proceed toward their objective with less waste 
of time owing to the fact that the group have common 
interests as a result of their like aims and because the 
result of choosing by children and their parents between 
these subjects is to give invariably a group, by and 
large, more academically inclined than their fellows and 
so a group capable of intense work and more rapid prog- 
ress. 

It is plainly apparent that Winchester has begun to 
offer to children pursuing the above objectives advantages 
equal to those that have long been offered to pupils of like 
aim in practically all private schools professing to pre- 
pare pupils for higher academic institutions and those 
offered in communities in this state comparable to Win- 
chester. 

Winchester children of the seventh and eighth grades 
are still handicapped, however, from the fact that with 
our present teaching force it is necessary to have classes 
of 42 pupils in these subjects. No private school or high 
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school teacher would feel that anything approaching satis- 
factory results could be gained in these subjects if more 
than 20 or 25 pupils were admitted to the class. 

“Practical Arts” at the Wadleigh mean (for boys) in 
the seventh grade two periods of woodwork (entirely by 
hand) and two periods of printing. In the eighth grade 
one period of mechanical drawing is given in place of 
one printing period. 

The choices of subjects here again produce a group wit 
common aims, like interests, and skill. These children 
expect to engage in some type of handwork for their liveli- 
hood when their academic schooling is over. This meager 
offering of types of handwork for the forming of contact 
with types of industrial activity though vastly more ex- 
tensive than anything previously offered is very meager 
compared with what those communities that wish to afford 
equally excellent preparation for life to all pupils regard- 
less of whether their objective is an academic one, an 
industrial one, or a commercial one, and is quite insufficient 
for us to offer these children who are to start so early in 
life as wage-earners and so, let us hope, at least with the 
advantage of starting to learn a skilled trade. 

We should make much more generous provision in equip- 
ment for the two activities we now have. We should add 
to these activities some sheet metal work and some elec- 
trical work. 

The aim is not to make of these boys in the Wadleigh 
school skilled mechanics in some particular trade. The aim 
is to enable the boy through the light gained in these ac- 
tivities to make a more intelligent choice of a like occupa- 
tion and to so train him in general hand work activities 
that he will acquire skill in his chosen trade more rapidly 
than otherwise, thus producing benefit to the individual 
child to his employer, and to society. 

Practical arts for the girls includes sewing, cooking, 
and instruction in the proper care of the home. This de- 
partment is in a more vigorous state at present than ever 
before. That is due to the fact that we now have a regular 
teacher on duty in the building assigned to that work. 
Our children are rapidly learning to sew and cook. 
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We are in very great need, however, of modern and ex- 
tensive home equipment for this department. 

Speaking of the situation as to practical arts, or in- 
dustrial arts, if you choose, for boys and girls, Winchester 
is weak. 

There is left a group of pupils who expect to begin 
life as wage earners at the end of high school or sooner 
in some phase of commercial work. There are compara- 
tively few communities of standing that do not make pro- 
vision in the Junior High school for these children also 
to gain an early start—a broad foundation—for the ob- 
jective they hope to gain. 7 

Wnichester is a community of standing that makes no 
provision for these children. At present all we can. do 
for these children is advise them to take French rather 
than Latin or Practical Arts. But the value of French 
to this group is bound to be pretty much cultural rather 
than utilitarian. We should offer for these children: an 
introductory course to that field of work that they will 
begin to specialize in when they enter High School. 

It is not to be assumed for a minute that these groups 
are hard and fast and that children never change their 
elective. Neither is it to be assumed that choosing an 
elective insures for the child the attainment of the ob- 
jective that the elective is designed to prepare for.  In- 
capacity on the part of the pupil for the elective chosen 
and the objective sought or a changed objective brought 
about through unforseen circumstances or changed in- 
terests might lead any child into a different elective from 
the original choice. That child is decidedly given an early 
start who thus finds out early some particular objective 
that he does not intend to pursue. 

One more field remains wherein Winchester is prac- 
tically alone in neglecting to provide for her children an 
early start in an activity of prime importance. That is 
the field of athletics. Up to the present the only attention 
that has been given to the children’s needs in this field 
has been spasmodic attention by the principal or physical 
training instructor when time permitted, or that given 
by an interested group of earnest parents who raised 
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money to hire for the children a part time coach in basket- 
ball and soccer. Basket-ball was then played in the town 
hall. Since that building was redecorated on the inside 
we have not felt like asking the Board of Selectmen to 
allow us to play there. 

Winchester is a small community as regards school popu- 
lation. Consequently we have not as many chances to 
possess star athletes as have communities with larger 
school population. Our small school population is a handi- 
cap in this respect. A greater handicap results from the 
fact that these other communities give their children train- 
ing in athletics previous to their entering the High School. 
Unless we give our children an equivalent early start we 
have no right to expect winning teams in the High School 
any more than we can expect to compete for college en- 
trance against a private school or a community that pays 
attention to providing scientifically an early start for col- 
lege entrance. 

These improvements must, of course, cost money—all 
improvements do. As we increase the provision for differ- 
ences between individual pupils, cost increases would cost 
more money to provide the necessary teacher-time alone. 
Then too to provide for these differences requires equip- 
ment and housing facilities. For example, without a gym- 
nasium and playground we are powerless to remedy the 
situation in athletics even if teacher-time were provided. 
There are other matters in which the Wadleigh school 
building, excellent building though it is, is unsuited to a 
full realization of the modern objectives of education for 
pupils of the Junior High School age. The building lacks 
the following essentials. | 


Library 

Gymnasium 

Playground 

Assembly Hall 

Cooking-room 

Lunch-room 

Adequate Work rooms or Industrial rooms. 
8. Suitable Science room. 


All of these items, however, have to do directly with an 
extension of educational policy that the town may not 
be able to afford. There is one glaring defect in the Wad- 
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leigh, however, that cannot be put off with that statement. 
Much has been said about the very annoying situation 
at the Wadleigh concerning bicycles—nothing has been 
done. I suggest that bicycle sheds be built on the play- 
ground at once and that the basement room vacated by 
this move be then given to the retarded class at the Prince 
School. These children would then be removed from the 
company of the young children and put in the company 
of children of their own chronological and sociological age. 
They would also be in quite direct reach of the principal 
with the result that the disciplinary problem for the teacher 
would be greatly lessened. The room is small and not 
well lighted at present, but with a minimum expense it 
could be made to do very well. The benefit to the children 
through being in closer touch with what handwork facili- 
ties we possess would be a distinct advantage to these 
children since much of their education is to be gained 
through handwork. 

At the Wadleigh school a very earnest attempt is made 
by all teachers to teach interestingly. More important 
than teaching interestingly is teaching so as to give suf- 
ficient drill to fix the subject matter or knowledge in the 
child-mind. More important even than this, however, is 
teaching to develop in the child the power to reason through 
any situation to a rational conclusion arrived at by honest 
efforts. Our teachers combine these three important items 
in their teaching. 

There is no period set apart at the Wadleigh for teach- 
ing about morals and character-building. In the opening 
exercises, however, and in the presentation of her sub- 
ject every teacher has ample opportunity to point out and 
stress traits of character that go to make up real men 
and real women. No more important duty and privilege 
is placed in the hands of these teachers than this—the de- 
veloping of the character of these children. These teach- 
ers are keenly alive to this responsibility and are daily 
effecting improvement in their children. 

Thrift is being emphasized in our mathematics classes— 
the American public needs teaching in thrift. One day a 
week is set apart as banking day. Fifty-six pupil-bankers

collect during the mathematics classes the amount saved 
by the pupils. In addition to the thrift idea many educa- 
tional values are derived from this activity through the 
fact that the children perform the banking acts under 
teacher guidance. Pupils taking out new bank books go 
to the bank under teacher guidance. We now have 172 
Wadleigh-Prince pupils who have bank books. 

We aim to develop in our children initiative and leader- 
ship as well as obedience. Through the physical train- 
ing classes, student cooperative government, the school 
paper, the school play, and assemblies, pupils are given 
an opportunity to develop their potentialities along this 
line under guidance. Through such activities the pupils 
are made to feel that the school is their school and the 
school to which they owe their allegiance. “School Spirit” 
on the part of pupils (as well as teachers) is absolutely 
essential to secure the best results educationally. | 

Education has been speeded up tremendously in the 
last few years the country over. One sometimes wonders 
how the child-mind can stand the burdens put upon it 
today, but the condition exists the country over. If our 
children are not to be left behind they must continue to 
work at increased speed. But because the pace is so hot 
I wish to point out that any child absent any material 
number of days, regardless of the reason, if expecting to 
go on to a higher academic institution, should tutor with 
an expert tutor on returning to school. In addition to this 
he should attend the daily special help classes that follow 
each school day for three quarters of an hour. Attending 
the special help classes alone will not be sufficient because 
these classes are designed to give extra help in this or that 
subject to those children who naturally require extra at- 
tention even if present regularly. (Any child may attend 
who wishes, in addition to those required to do so.) Again 
I say only hard study, preferably with a tutor, can satis- 
factorily make up the work for any child absent any ma- 
terial number of days. Tutoring for any other child is 
pernicious and probably should not be allowed unless the 
child is taking some work in which his academic ability is 
low. 
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The charge has often been made that the only difference 
between the teaching that obtains in a school where 
seventh, eighth and ninth grades are concentrated and de- 
partmentalized as to teaching is that the change consists 
of putting the old teachers in the new building, calling 
them experts and raising their pay. Whatever may be 
the particular explanation of that statement in other com- 
munities the explanation in Winchester is this :—whether 
the teachers are old teachers or new teachers, they are 
experts in their subject. There is not one of our teachers 
who has not taken extensive college work as to subject 
matter and methods of imparting the subject to the chil- 
dren. As each teacher chooses her subject to teach that 
subject in which lies her best capacity and greatest interest 
we readily realize that experts must result with this added 
training. We have on our staff one college graduate and 
two other teachers who have almost the equivalent in 
points of a college degree and much more than the equiva- 
lent in experience and knowledge. 

This brings us to the subject of salaries. Many com- 
munities near and far realize that each grade of the school 
system is equally important with any other grade in its 
effect upon the development of the child. They have also 
realized that certain grades require more work on the part 
of the teacher and greater academic preparation for the 
work. To compensate for these differences where they 
occur greater or less salaries are given, but where the 
severity of work for the teachers is the same and the: 
academic and professional equipment are equal regardless 
of the grade of school taught by the teacher—differences 
in salary have been wiped out. I suggest that some such 
scheme definitely outlined be applied in the Wadleigh 
school so that the individual teacher may be stimulated to 
continue to improve herself professionally to the end that 
very shortly these grades will be taught by teachers hav- 
ing the equivalent of a college education.

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REPORT OF THE DRAWING SUPERVISOR 
To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The following is a report of the work in drawing in the 
Schools of Winchester for the year ending December 
Sie de 


The general aims were to develop visual discrimination, 
memory and imagination together with an ability to ex- 
press graphically visual experiences or ideas; to culti- 
vate a feeling for the difference between order and dis- 
order, to stimulate a desire for order and, as far as possi- 
ble, a sense of beauty. 

The fulfillment of these aims was attempted through 
three mediums of expression: representation, design, con- 
struction. 

The work in representation was developed by the pro- 
gressive method through description and observation. The 
course consisted of drawings of objects familiar and in- 
teresting to the child; such as, landscapes, persons, build- 
ings of various types and countries, household objects, 
birds and animals and the like. In the lower grades the 
problems were of necessity simple with an especial effort 
towards forming a foundation for a drawing vocabulary. 
In the upper grades the effort was directed towards in- 
creasing that vocabulary and developing a new fund of 
knowledge and experiences. 

The work in design consisted particularly of color recog- 
nition and appreciation as related to common objects, 
home furnishings and costumes, and of lettering developed 
mainly by means of poster problems, whose subjects were 
health, better speech, kindness to animals. 

The work in construction was, because of lack of time, 
limited in its scope. It consisted of the making of paper 
boxes and baskets for gift purposes, with a further develop- 
ment of house and vehicle construction. 

Throughout the course in art an effort was directed to- 
wards developing the esthetic as well as the practical view- 
point; towards arousing or instilling an appreciative 
sense of the beautiful. Some work was attempted of 
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flower arrangement for home as well as school decoration. 
In many rooms blackboard borders were made by the 
pupils. The orderly arrangement of the bulletin boards 
often was put in the hands of the children. The field of 
appreciation in art is a wide one and worthy of develop- 
ment. It is to be hoped that more may be achieved along 
this line, particularly art appreciation through picture 
study, visiting exhibitions and the like. We may not all be 
capable of creating beauty, but there is an opportunity for 
us all to appreciate it. 

The drawing in the Junior High School was at first in 
charge of a regular teacher under the direction of the 
art supervisor. Later, because of the resignation of the 
regular teacher, the art supervisor was asked to take on 
all the drawing in that school. Greater and better results 
in drawing could be obtained here if a teacher were em- 
ployed to devote more time to the work, and if the classes - 
were divided into smaller groups. 

The work of supervision in the grades was directed by 
means of outlines, typewritten and illustrated by sketches, 
as well as by regular visits of the supervisor. For some 
years previous to this the grade teachers in Winchester 
had had little or no occasion for teaching drawing, as 
the work was entirely in the hands of art school training 
teachers. The problem of the supervisor included instruct- 
ing the grade teachers themselves. This was accomplished 
in great measure by meetings wherein the outlines were 
explained and the final results to be expected were illus- 
trated. Due to the co-operation of the teachers the work 
in drawing ran its course smoothly and effectively. 

The drawing in the High School was of necessity varied 
in character to fit the variety in the make-up of the classes. 
For example: in a single class could be found first, second, 
third and fourth year pupils varying greatly in talent and 
previous training. Naturally such a combination demanded 
individual attention and gave little opportunity for graded 
work. In spite of such a handicap some creditable re- 
sults were obtained. The course in representation was 
developed through several mediums: pen and ink, pencil 
sketching, pastels and chalks and water colors, and by 
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means of landscape, flower, still-life, house and figure 
drawing. A course in lettering resulted in posters for vari- 
ous events of local interest. The work in color and design: 
consisted of theory with practice in the development of 
designs which were applied whenever possikle, the block 
printing of cards, the designing of costumes. There is 
an opportunity to correlate the art department with the 
household art department for a course in home furnishing 
were it possible to re-arrange the art program in connec- 
tion with the schedule of the household arts. 

It is to be hoped that in the High School as well as 
in the grade schools ways and means may be devised 
for an art appreciation course. 

The mechanical drawing in the High School was under 
the direction of Mr. Ockerbloom. 

To appreciate beauty we must experience it; to appre- 
-clate art we must assay it. “True appreciation of art en- 
riches life.’ Our attempt has been by means of many 
and varied experiences to arouse and increase the appre- 
ciative sense of the child so that he may become a better 
companion, a more able home-maker, a more worth-while 
citizen.

REPORT OF THE MUSIC SUPERVISOR 
To the Superintendent of Schools: 


It has been my aim since being in Winchester to carry 
on the work in music in much the same way as established 
and so very successfully worked out by my predecessor, 
Mr. Richard Grant. 

My days in Winchester are Monday, given. over entirely 
to the first six grades; Wednesday, given to Junior High 
Grades, and the High School Girls’ Glee Club; and Thurs- 
day which is High School Day, with the exception of a 
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period devoted to the 8th Grade Chorus which meets week- 
ly in the High School Assembly Hall. 

In the first six grades, we are stressing this year Tone 
Quality and Individual Singing. Later in the year we 
plan to emphasize Music Appreciation. 

It has been said by a prominent Music Supervisor that 
the Junior High School is in a school system either the 
cradle or the grave of music. Certainly it is self-evident, 
if music is not given an adequate amount of time and 
attention in the Junior High Grades, the standard in 
High School must necessarily be lowered. 

Our organization in the Junior High School this year 
is as follows :— 


A—Seventh Grade Divisions: 


Two lessons weekly averaging from 25 to 30 minutes each. 
B—Highth Grade Chorus: 

One period weekly averaging from 45 to 50 minutes. 
C—Two Glee Clubs (planned): 

Elective but dependent upon ability in penmanship. 

One Seventh Grade boys and girls. 

One Eighth Grade boys and girls. 
D—Orchestra (planned). 


The following organization for the Junior High School 
is suggested— 


A—Seventh Grade Divisions: Three half hour lessons (weekly). 

B—Eighth Grade Divisions: Three half hour lessons (weekly). 

C—A half hour assembly chorus of all seventh grade divisions to be 
held once each month in the igh School Assembly all, taken in 
place of one of the regular classroom lessons for that particu- 
lar week. 

D—Same plan for monthly assembly for Eighth Grade divisions. 

E—A half hour period once each week for a Girls’ Glee Club, Sev- 
enth and Highth Grades—the same to be elective and selective 
according to ability in singing. 

F—A half hour period once each week for a Boys’ Glee Club, under 
same plan as that of the Girls’ Club. 

G—Orchestra: A one hour period once each week either directly fol- 
lowing school or in school time if the organization will permit. 


In the High School, the following courses are offered— 
Chorus—Music Appreciation—Girls’ Glee Club and Or- 

chestra. Of these courses the only new one is that of Music 
Appreciation. This course comprises study of the emo- 
tional content—voices—instruments of the orchestra— 
and design in music and various composers and their 
works. We very much need for this course a new victrola 
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as well as more records for illustrations. JI hope that an- 
other course may also be offered next year, namely “Class 
Instruction in Voice.” 

Instrumental instruction in the form of Violin Classes 
was begun under Mr. Grant’s superivision with a private 
teacher in charge. This method of precedure was con- 
tinued with the same teacher both last year and this year. 
We now have children in violin classes from the Gifford- 
Wyman and Wadleigh Schools. This instrumental work . 
is being stressed in most modern school systems as it gives 
the parents an opportunity to discover and foster at very 
little expense any talent along these lines, latent in the 
child. 

Instrumental work also often forms the nucleus in a 
school system of the Junior and Senior Orchestras. It is 
my earnest hope that we may very soon have class instruc- 
tion in other instruments as well as the violin. 

I wish to express my appreciation and gratitude to the 
teachers, principals and superintendent for their co- 
operation and support.

REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE, 1923 
To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The public schools of Winchester met with a great loss 
in October of this year, when Dr. Ralph Putnam, who had 
been at the head of the Medical Department of the schools 
for over twenty years, passed away after a very brief ill- 
ness. His loss has been keenly felt by all those associated 
with him in his school work. Dr. Harold Simon has been 
appointed to fill the vacancy temporarily. 

Dr. Edith Rabe, of Boston, was appointed to make the 
physical examinations of the High School girls this fall. 

During November, at the request of Miss Anne Strong, 
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Director of the School for Public Health at Simmons Col- 
lege, student nurses were sent out to observe the work of 
the school nurse in Winchester, as part of their training. 
Dr. Fredericka Moore, former Associate School Physician, 
came out to Winchester several times to do physical exam- 
inations before the students. 

From January 1, 1923, up to the time of Dr. Putnam’s 
death, the report of his work is as follows: 


General medical examinations 439 
Culture from throats after exposure to diphtheria 30 
Throat examinations following exposure to diphtheria 58 
Throat examinations following exposure to scarlet fever 1,630 
Vision cases retested | 30 
School visits 76 
Further medical inspections were as follows: 
General medical examinations by Dr. Rabe 219 
General medical examinations by Dr. Simon (Dr. Moore 28) ak 
Throat examinations by Dr. Simon following exposure to scarlet 
fever 532 
Examinations for employment certificates 7 
School visits by Dr. Simon 28 


The school nurse assists the school physician in all exam- 
inations and inspections made in the public schools and 
notifies parents or guardians of any serious defects found 
by the school physician. She then helps the parents to 
rectify these defects. 

Children are taken to clinics, both out of town and local, 
whenever necessary, and arrangemnets made by the school 
nurse for operations, treatments and eye testing. 

Transportation has been provided by different individuals 
in Winchester, who have generously loaned their automo- 
biles to the school nurse, from time to time, to take school 
children to and from out of town clinics and hospitals. 

The usual dental examinations in the schools have been 
made semi-annually by the local dentists, assisted by the 
school nurse, and the local dental clinic is continuing its 
excellent work. 

Milk has been sold as usual in the elementary schools, and 
with this graham crackers are being served, making a very 
ideal morning lunch. 

Perhaps the work of the school nurse would acquire 
added interest if everybody knew of just what her day’s 
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work consisted. Following is an illustration of one day’s 
work: 


8-9. Prince School office. 

9-9.30. Assisted school physician in his inspection of class after 
exposure to scarlet fever. 

‘9.45-11.15. General inspection of all pupils in a building, and 
thirty-five pupils weighed and measured. 

11.80-12. Home call to ascertain cause of several days’ absence of: 
pupils from room where there is a contagious disease reported. One 
doubtful case reported to the Board of Health for further investiga- 
tion. 

2.45-3.80. Called at one home to obtain permission to have child’s 
eyes tested at Massachusetts Eye and Ear Infirmary; also at another 
home to see that parents were following dector’s orders in regard to 
treatment of an infection for which child was being excluded from 
school. ! 

3.45-4.15. Called at Overseers of Poor office to report a case to be 
investigated and also to obtain money to be expended by school nurse 
for special purpose. 

430-5. Office at Prince School to make out daily reports and 
records.

REPORT OF DIRECTOR OF PHYSICAL EDUCATION 
AND HIS ASSISTANTS 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


In making out this report I have endeavored to make clear 
the object, principle and scope of physical education in the 
Winchester Schools. 


1. Object: To promote by means of exercise, recreation 
and education, the highest physical, mental and moral effi-

ciency of boys and girls, essential in the development of its 
best type of virile Christian manhood and womanhood. 

2. Principles: The principles upon which the work is 
founded are: 

The health is fundamental to full development and during 
the entire life of the individual, health is dependent upon 
the proper functioning of the motor apparatus, its work 
differing during the amount and character, according to age 
and condition. . 

The full development of good citizenship, sturdy man- 
hood, depends upon proper and adequate physical training, 
especially during the period of youth and young woman- 
hood. 

We recognize fundamental physical and mental differ- 
ences in the individual in various stages of his development, 
which represent the important epochs in the life history of 
the race, and that at these times the individual is peculiarly 
- susceptible to influences potent in the formation of char- 
acter, and that rightly conducted physical training affords 
a most powerful means of controlling the same. 

Physical training affords a means of overcoming those 
subtle and vicious tendencies of modern life, developed 
through idle drifting, by promoting healthful amusement 
and recreation for the boy and girl. 

3. Scope: Primarily it is the business of the department 
of physical education to plan and present a comprehensive 
and thoroughly scientific program, which will meet all the 
physical needs of boys and girls within the public schools 
of Winchester. 

4. High School: The department is divided into two 
parts, namely, high and grammar school. Each pupil in the 
high school is required to take two periods of physical train- 
ing each week of one hour duration. 

The work consists of regular setting up exercises, funda- 
mentals of all the major and minor sports, efficiency test, 
games and a general all round health building program. At 
present the boys and girls do not take a shower after their 
physical training period, although under ideal conditions, a 
shower should be taken. The sixty minute period does very 
well, but three forty minute periods would be better. 
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Another important factor in physical training is the inter- 
class competition and it is the basis of loyalty to the school 
and I feel that especial emphasis should be placed upon it. 
Our slogan should be “‘Every pupil on some athletic squad.” 
Realizing the amount of time the teacher has to devote to 
school duties, it is rather overtaxing them, to expect them 
to assist in the athletic program, but I do feel that the teach- 
ers should, if possible, attend the functions of the depart- 
ment, as it would materially assist in maintaining the 
morale of the school. 

The interclass competition is being encouraged. It gives 
the average boy or girl who perhaps is not much of an ath- 
lete, but who has the spirit and initiative, an opportunity to 
build up a higher standard, both morally and physically. 
And as our contemporary philosopher said, “let motion 
equal emotion.” We are to-day endeavoring to develop the 
mass instead of the few. 

Our program in the high school has been to carry out 
this plan: at present, the following athletics are in prog- 
ress. Girl’s field hockey, basketball, gym team, tennis, 
track, and a meet by proxy. Boy’s soccer. This is the first 
time that we have had interclass soccer. 


JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


This is a period in which the boy and girl is about to enter 
the school for his or her final training in public school edu- 
cation. Therefore the work should be of such character as. 
to stimulate them as to the value of physical training. The 
periods are limited to 12 minutes a day. This is, of course, 
not sufficient, but under the present conditions, is all that is 
given. We do have one afternoon a week, for athletics, and 
many take advantage of it. Also we conduct leaders, classes 
once a week for both the girls and boys. 

The competition phase in physical education plays a big 
part but other factors enter in, such as determining the 
development of the boy and girl. Each parent is interested 
to know how her boy or girl compares with other children, 
and to know just how fast they are developing, whether 
they are progressing along the right road to health. We 
have published a blank, called ‘‘Mental and Physical Effi- 
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ciency,” its purpose being to determine the boy’s and girl’s 
physical development. 

The boy’s varsity sports at high school are football, bas- 
ketball, and baseball; class sports are soccer, basketball, 
track and baseball. During the spring a gym exhibition is 
planned. 

The girl’s varsity sports are field hockey, basketball, ten- 
nis; class sports are hockey, basketball, gym team, track 
and tennis. 

HIGH SCHOOL. (Boys) 
All boys were given a thorough medical examination. 


Each boy attends two classes each week, in physical train- 
ing. The work was as follows (out of doors) : 


Soccer Games 
Modified football Running events 
Setting-up exercises Efficiency tests 


Class soccer was started this season. Our aim is to give 
a good all-round program for body building, cultivating good 
sportsmanship and health maintenance. 


GRADE (Boys) 

Each grade was visited once a month and the work is as 
outlined. The leaders from each school attended a class 
held at the high school once a week. Afternoon play period 
was held at each of the schools once a week. This was done 
by a leader from high school under the athletic director’s 
supervision. The work done was the teaching of the funda- 
mentals of football. 

Fifteen classes were held, averaging thirty boys during 
November. Twelve classes with an average of thirty-five 
boys during December. Prince and Wadleigh School lead- 
ers attended class once a week. The work outline for this 
coming season is of a competitive nature. 

Note—I feel that more time should be devoted to the 
training of the boy and girl in the grammar school age. 


FOOTBALL—1923. MR. ROBERTS, COACH 
Varsity football practice started September 10th, with a 
small squad of inexperienced players, Captain Fitzgerald 
being the only regular member of last year’s team on hand. 
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The season was not altogether successful, five games being 
lost, one won, and two games tied. However, much head- 
way has been made for next year’s team, there being nine 
letter men out of eighteen, returning to school. 


HIGH SCHOOLS (Girls) 


At the first of the season a complete medical and physical 
examination was made of every high school girl. Medical 
examinations were made by Dr. Rabe—and Mrs. Savage— 
physical examinations were made by the physical director. 
In the medical examinations, much attention was paid to 
the condition of the child’s heart, nutrition, and general 
health. Mrs. Savage did excellent work with the over or 
under weight pupils, giving them specific advice, for per- 
sonal improvement. In the physical examinations, posture 
and feet were emphasized. 

After examinations were completed the regular program 
of thirteen periods a week went into effect. Until Thanks- 
giving recess the work consisted of field hockey for every 
girl in the High School. As a result, it was possible to 
develop class teams, and the class games were played off, 
after school hours. There were twelve games in all, the 
Sophomore team, winning the greatest number. In addi- 
tion each class team played one outside team, Freshmen 
played Wadleigh, Sophomores played Newton, Juniors 
played Brookline. Seniors did not play an outside game. 
Varsity squad was coached after school hours and com- 
peted in the Greater Boston League. Wadleigh School also 
received coaching. 

Since Thanksgiving recess girls have had inside work, 
consisting of marching tactics, floor work, apparatus, folk 
dancing, and games. I am now developing gym teams, con- 
sisting of twenty girls from each class, who will compete 
in an interclass meet, immediately after Christmas holiday. 
Later in the season, a team of sixteen girls will be chosen 
to compete with a gym team from Brookline High School. 

After school work consists of coaching basketball and 
preparation for gym meet. The coaching, both Varsity and 
class, is being done by an outside assistant, Miss Dorothy 
Port. 
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GRADE SCHOOLS (Girls) 

Wadleigh—Posture examination made of every girl in 
Wadleigh. 

Supervision of gymnasium work once a week—twelve 
minute period. Leaders’ class once a week at High Schooi 
gymnasium. This class covers folk dancing, games, 
setting-up, and apparatus. 

Prince—Supervision once a week—twelve minute period, 
usually devoted to folk dancing. Kindergarten class, for a 
twenty minute period. | 

Coach all dancing for pageants—first one ‘at the Wad- 
leigh, one in progress at the Wyman, and two in progress, 
at grade schools, for spring programs. 

Other grade schools receive supervision once a month, a 
period of twenty or thirty minutes in each room. Setting 
up work, and folk dancing. Leaders’ class once every other 
week at High School gymnasium. From now on emphasis 
will be placed on the folk dancing that will be used in the 
spring festivals. 


REPORT OF CUSTODIAN OF SCHOOL BUILDINGS 
To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The inside of the High School looks much like the outside. 
Many rooms have not been painted since the building was 
built about twenty years ago. In order to keep the putty 
in the sash of the High, Wadleigh, Washington, and High- 
land buildings it will be necessary to paint the outside of 
these buildings. We were obliged to paint the sash of the 
Washington building before we could set putty that had 
fallen out, the sash being so dry it would not stick. By 
using soft coal in nearly every building the town saves 
about $4,000 a year at the present prices, and it will be 
necessary to use hard coal in only the Highland furnace 
when the new buildings are done. The boiler inspector 
finally condemned the boiler at the Rumford after nearly 
thirty years use and it would cost for a new one $1,500. By 
heating the old Wyman this fall with only one of the boilers 
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there, and taking the best for the Rumford at an expense 
of less than $500 the town has saved another thousand dol- 
lars. One thing I would again urge the town to do if 
possible and that is to have the driveway into the High 
School treated to get rid of the mud and water that lays 
there and have not only a good driveway but a walk at the 
same time for the girls’ entrance in keeping with the walks 
around the rest of the building.

The repairs on the West Side High Service Tank, which

PROTECTION OF PROPERTY 


In order to protect the new trees on the ‘‘Gem” and re- 
duce the fire hazard in this location a barbed wire fence was 
erected on the “Gem” side of the road which passes by the 
property and it is expected that this will have the desired 
result. | 

A telephone has been installed in the hut on the border 
of the reservoir so that our officers may be able to call for 
assistance in cases of fire or other emergencies.

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REFORESTATION WORK AROUND RESERVOIRS 


The Water and Sewer Board is pleased to state that its 
plans for reforestation have continued in operation during 
the past year and the results are very satisfactory and 
gratifying. 

There were set 30,000 of the White Pine variety of trees 
(four years of age) and 5,000 of the four year old trans- 
plants of the Norway Spruce were planted, making a total 
of 120,000 coniferous trees that have been placed upon the 
water-shed of the three reservoirs during the last five years. 
It may be of interest to state that the time required for 
setting out these 35,000 trees was 32 working days. The 
work was done by six employees of the Water Department, 
and it is greatly to their credit that their persistent efforts 
in trying to make all trees live are responsible for the suc- 
cessful completion of the year’s work. 

In anticipation of the next year’s work last June the 
Water and Sewer Board placed an order with the State De- 
partment of Forestry for 60,000 White Pine Trees to be 
used the coming year upon our water-shed, but there has 
been and is now such a great demand for four-year-old 
transplants from many cities and towns who are just 
beginning to realize the great importance of reforestation 
work, that we may not be able to get as many trees as we 
contracted for. 

The aim of the Board is to complete the work of re- 
forestation of the 400 acres of water-shed land as rapidly 
as possible. As near as we can estimate the work is three- 
sevenths done. It is of interest to our Town that two years 
ago the Metropolitan Park Commission set out something 
over 30,000 coniferous trees on land adjacent to that owned 
by the Town, on the easterly portion of the Middle and 
South Reservoirs, from which we receive quite a consider- 
able run-off of water. From this time forward as this pine 
forest now in its infancy is developed, we shall more fully 
appreciate its value in the sanitation conservation and pres- 
ervation of this noted water-shed. Only a few years hence 
there will be a financial value represented by these trees 
which will be a surprise to the people of our Town. 
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A noted Professor of Cornell University has stated that 
as the trees arrive at an age of thirty years, growing upon 
prolific ground of red loam, such as is found upon our water- 
shed, the increase in growth of the trees would amount to 
about 1,000 square feet of lumber per acre per year, and as 
the price of lumber at that time will undoubtedly be much 
higher than to-day, the financial value of this pine forest 
will be of considerable importance to our Town.
